PALMA ENMESHED 
IN TRAITORS’ NET 


His Own Generals Plotting to 
Force Him to End Revolt 
or Resign from the 
Presidency. 


REBELCAMPAIGNSHREWD 


Guerra Plans to Draw Enemy to 
West, Then Bottle Him— 
Uprising to Come in 
the East. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, Aug. 28.—From a reliable source 
it is learned that treachery againet President 
Palma among men who have been looked 
upon as his political friends is a more serious 
matter than the revolution. The president 
has learned the bitter fact that Cuban politi- 
clans, among them some who owe their high 
places in the government to him, have been 
conspiring against him. 

A secret meeting of major generals was 
held last week in Havana at the house of one 
of the highest officers, at which it was pro- 
posed that President Palma should be forced 
to come to an understanding with the revo- 
lutionists or surrender his power to Vice 
President Capote. A majority of the gen- 
erals present refused to consent to this, deem- 
ing it their duty to defend President Palma. 

A call has been issued for another meeting, 
which will include the brigadier generals. 
Should the latter side with the clique the 
plan is for the generals to go to the palace 
and compel Palma to accept peace under a 
threat that they will join the revolution. 
The meeting has been postponea to await the 
arrival of Gen. Mario Menocal, who is now 
manager of a sugar plantation. The con- 
spirators expect him to lead them. 

It is said he may go to Pinar del Rio to 
confer with Pino Guerra. Gen. Menocal’s 
opinion is still unknown. He is expected 
to be in Havana the last of this month or 
early in September. 


Conspirators All Cuban Veterans. 

All the generals involved in the conspiracy 
are’ members of what is called the Cuban 
Veterans’ association. Several of them draw 
salaries from the government, though they 
make the president's palace a hotbed of In- 
trigue. 

Should the proposed meeting be held and 
am attempt be made to force the president 
to resign he is prepared to punish the veter- 
ans for high treason. They are being closely 
watched by the police. 

One who is well posted on the proposed 
military campaign of the insurgents said 
today: 

“ There will be no outbreak in the eastern 
end of the island until Gen. Guerra has en- 
ticed the greater part of the government 
forces to the ext¥eme western end of the 
country. He has thréatened 6 blow up the 
property of the Western railway, an English 
corporation, but has not yet done so, although 
the government continues to send large bod- 
ies of troops into that province to protect the 
property. * The more they send the less they 
will have to operate elsewhere. 

/* Guerra wants to stir up the Englisia gov- 
ernment to demand United States interven- 
tion before it is too late. 

“ The Palma government does not want in- 
tervention, so it is franticaily pouring troops 
into Pinar del Rio to capture Guerra before 
he can harm the raliroad. 

“ This is just what Guerra wants. As soon 
as the greater part of the soldiers have got 
into Pinar del Rio Guzman and Asbert will 
be reinforced by at least 5,000 men, and they 
and Guerra will have the flower of the gov- 
ernment army between them. 


Santiago to Rise at Right Time. 

“Then you will see Santiago, in the ex- 
treme eastern end of the island, biaze out in 
insurrection. It will be necessary for the 
government to send there the remainder of 
its available force. Whatever troops the 
government may send there will be bottled 
up in turn between the revolutionary forces 
at Santiago and a large force, now silent but 
ready to rise, in Puerto Principe, the next 
province on the west. This will leave the 
provinces of Matanzas, Sante Clara, and 
Havana practically at the mercy of insur- 
gents. When this is brought about some one 
who has not yet become identified with the 
uprising, but is known to dislike the gov- 
ernment, will be selected as provisional pres- 
ident. The insurgents of the central prov- 
inces will then march on Havana, which they 
will easily capture because the government 
forces are cut off on both ends of the island.” 

When asked to indicate who might be pro- 
visional president if the plan succeeds the 
informant said Gen. Mario Menocal of Cama- 
guay is regarded at this time as most likely 
to be .the one. 

“The pursuit of the insurgents and other 
forceful measures,’ said Secretary Sterling, 
“will be continued with instructions to our 
troops to relentiesely and closely follow the 
rebel columns and charge them with the 
machete until they are discouraged and dis- 
rae assumes: we shall place in the field 
ten men to the insurgents’ one.”’ 


Amnesty Offer Brings Surrenders. 

The government is satisfied with the resuits 
of its amnesty proclamation. Seventeen 
rebels surrendered in the province of Havana 
today, and more are expected in Matanzas 
and. Santa Clara. The stock exchange has 
been favorably impressed by the amnesty 
plan and merchants in Havana are hopeful 
peace will be restored soon. . 

Secretary Sterling said there is no desire on 
the part of the government to cause former 
companions in arms who repent to suffer 
needlessly. 

Three hundred veterans of infantry and 
cavalry, commanded by Gen. Francisco Pe- 
reza, started for Batabano this afternoon to 
cover that district. Gen. Bernabe Boza, 
commanding 100 prominent veterans, most of 
whom served on the staff of Maximo Gomez, 
started this evening for Pinar dei Rio by spe- 
cial train. Gunboats took to Batabano 200 
cases of ammunition. Mosquito gunboats 
are watching for filibustering. 


Insurgents Fire a Train. 

A band of insurgents today fired a volley at 
a passenger train on the Western railway, 
west of Alquizar, Havana province, thirty- 
three miles by rail southwest of the Cuban 
capital. Several bullets hit the cars, but no- 
body was wounded. 

Guerrilla fighting still is going on In the 
province of Santa Clara, and small rebel 
bands continue to swarm near Havana. 

Gen. Carlos Garcia Velez, im a letter In 
Bl Telegrafo tomorrow, will reply to accusa- 
tions of graft made ageinst him by Freyre 
Andrade, former secretary of the interior, 
with counter charges of the same nature. 
The general flatiy asserts that Andrade has

LONDON, Aug. 28.—The engagement 
which was announced today of Miss Camille 
Clifford, the actress, to Henry Lindhurst. 
Bruce, eldest son of Lord Aberdare, was con- 
firmed by Bruce to newspaper reporters. 
Miss Clifford is. spending the holiday with 
her parents in Norway. Bruce, who ts tall 
and well built, has a frank face and is a 
sporteman and motorist. 

This is the third time this engagement has 
been announced. On the previous two oc 
casions both Miss Clifford and the family of 
the young man denied the engagement..

This 
year she has been a star in the “ Belle of 
Mayfair.”’ 

Seven years ago Camille Clifford was work- 
ing as a servant girl in Boston. She was 
born in Sweden and her right name is Camille 
Otterson. Her mother died when Camille 
was a little girl. Her father was lost in a 
wreck a few years after the death of his 
wife. The child was cared for by an aunt, 
who was poor. Eventually the little girl 
went to Boston, where another aunt, Mrs.

GOLDFIELD PASTOR TO EXPEL 
WOMEN WHO ATTEND FIGHT. 


Declaration of Minister Stirs Up Wrath 
of the Whole Town, Husbands as Well 


as Club Managers. 


Goldfield, Nev., Aug. 28.—[Special.J]—‘“I 
will expel from my congregation any woman 
who attends the Gans-Nelson prize fight,” 
declared the Rev. James Byers, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian church of Goldfield.

Members of the athletic club have 
decided that women will be at the contest 
and that they will protect them from the 
wrath of the Rev. Mr. Byers. 


ELECTRIC LAMP SHOCK FATAL. 


Newark Saloonkeeper Killed and Eye 
Witness Who Explained Accident 
Rendered Senselees. 


Newark, N. J., Aug. 28.—William Hoch, pro- 
prietor of a saloon, was killed by electricity 
in his barroom by a shock from an incan- 
descent lamp while preparing to close his 
place last night. Hoch mounted a chair to 
reach the switch of an electric light over the 
bar. As his hand came into contact with 
the button he doubled up, pitched forward 
across the bar, and rolled to the floor dead. 
A witness of the accident, explaining the 
manner of Hoch’s death to the police, re- 
ceived a shock that felled him senseless to 


the floor and a physician had difficulty in re ne 


viving him,

That time will 
be this forenoon, when Capt. Gibbons will 
issue passports for the purpose of securing 
trunks and personal belongings. 

The arrests were made on state warrants 
charging those named with being managers 
or inmates of places conducted for lewd 
purposes.

DEAD AND LIVING CAUSE. 

FRANK KE. HIPPLE, president of the bank, 
who committed suicide, was one of city’s 
best known financiers and believed one 
of the most co ve. He was 67 
years old, a churchman and philanthro- 
pist of note. He was treasurer of the 
general assembly of the Presbyteriap 
church in the United States, treasurer of 
the sustentation committee of the synod 
of Pennsylvania, treasurer of the Pres- 
byterian hospital, ands American treas- 
urer of the western section of the alli- 
ance of the reformed churches holding 
the Presbyterian system. Since his death 
he has been accused of dabbling nervous- 
ly in wild speculation. He invented a 
system of crooked account keeping to de- 
ceive bank examiners and his board of 
directors. 

ADOLPH SEGAL, promoter and real estate 
speculator, went to Philadelphia from 
Austria twenty years ago. His rise to 
a financier was meteoric, He built sugar 
refineries and match factories, which he 
sold to the trusts at immense profit. He 
erected residences and a palatial apart- 
ment house and war on the point of erect- 
ing @ million dollar theater. He is de- 
clared to have exercised a hypnotic in- 
fluence over President Hipple,

Brunswick Hotel Found Closed. 

The Brunswick hotel, 9 Adams street, 
Karg & Horter, proprietors, was aiso on 
the raided list, but the casting of the net 
at that place was not prolific of a big haul. 
Only three servants were taken, because 
earlier in the day Building Commissioner 
Bartzen had ordered the place closed because 
of insufficient exits and had stationed police- 
men there. 

It was the Brunswick which caused all 
the ‘‘trouble.”” In that “ hotel’ Miss Jose- 
phine Olson, a waitress employed in one of 
Burton F. White's restaurants, was en- 
ticed early last Friday morning by a man 
who had made her acquaintance at the res- 
taunant. Learning the character of the 
place and of her companion, Miss Olson 
jumped from a window in an endeavor to 
escape and was badly injured. 

It was this happening which drew universal 
attention to the moral evils of the ** hotels ” 
and induced the police, long supine, to get 
up and act. 


Transient “Guests” Not Taken. 

In the big raids last night no arrests of 
“* guests "' were reported. 

Police Attorney Comerford had advised 
Chief Collins that he would be under the 
heavy responsibility of breaking up many 
homes unless he permitted the “ transients ”’ 
to escape. Hereafter he promises the tran- 
sients who frequent hotels of the proscribed 
type will have a hard time finding an open 
door under any of the flickering “ hotel” 
signs in Wabash avenue and other streets 
where vice of the more gilded order has 
flourished. 

The biggest fish caught in the net were 
Mrs. Victoria Stafford of the Queen hotel 
and Mrs. Charles Busch of the Grand Eastern 
hotel. These women are sisters. Both were 
arrested on state warrants and gave bond, 
as did their clerks, waiters, and chamber- 
maids. Mrs. Busch ig the wife of Capt. Busch 
of the Lincoln park police. Hotel owners 
and professional bondsmen were kept busy 
until a late hour signing bonds at the Harri- 
son street station before Justices Prindiville 
and Caverly. 


Mayor and Chief Order It. 
“This raid really is the result of delibera- 
tions by Mayor Dunne and Chief Collins,” 
said Police Attorney Comerford. “ It marks 
the end of hotels used for immoral purposes 
in the downtown district.

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QUIZ “GENTLEMAN BURGLAR” 
AS A REESE MURDER SUSPECT. 


Police Cross Examine John Richter, 
Who Confessed to Crimes Near Dead 
Woman’s Home. 


Whether John Richter, alias Inhoff, the 
‘* gentleman burglar,’ has any knowledge of 
the murder of Miss Maud Reese, who was 
killed by a burglar a year ago, is the problem 
the Sheffield avenue police are trying to 
solve, 

For five hours yesterday afternoon the 
self-confessed perpetrator of more than 
twenty burglaries was subjected to severe 
questioning by Acting Capt. John Dammann. 
The prisoner refused to admit having had 
anything to do with the Reese murder. se 
denied having been in Chicago more than 
four weeks, despite the fact that detectives 
assert they have learned he has been here 
for nearly five years. 

Suspicion was directed against the pris- 
oner for the Reese murder because he ad- 
mitted committing two burglaries in the vi- 
cinity of the murdered woman’s home in 
Evanston avenue. One of them was com- 
mitted nearly a year ago, and that corrobo. 
rates the information of the detectives that 
Richter, or Inhoff, was in Chicago at the time 
of the murder of Miss Reese.

Segal Explains His Dealings. 

Adolph Segal, the financial magician, to 
whom, according to Receiver Earle, Presi- 
dent Hipple advanced $5,300,000 for the pro- 
jection of some of his enterprises, issued 
a statement tonight declaring that his in- 
debtedness was little more than half the 
amount stated, or about $8,000,000. His state- 
ment, issued after a long conference with his 
lawyers, covering his entire negotiations 
with Hipple, is as follows: 

“T am not indebted to the Real Estate 
Trust company in the amount named in the 


newspaper reports, but 1am not disputing the | 


this time. 

“My business relatione with Mr. Hipple 

were only these of a borrower. The loans of 
money made by the trust company to me 
, were all made on collateral in the u¥ual 
;eourse of buginess. I cannot tell the exact 
amount of my indebtedmess and that of the 
company with which I am associated, but 
surely it is not over half the amount stated 
In the newspapers. I think it is abou: 
$3,000,000. 


Hipple Not in His Schemes. 

* Mr. Hipple was not personally interested 
with me in any of my enterprises to the ex- 
tent of a dollar or a share of stock: All of 
my dealings with him were open, fair, and 
square on his part as wellas mine. I never 
paid him a_cent in commissions or gave him 
a share of stock or remuneration of any 
kind whatever. 

“Tl am informed today that all of my loans 
eppeared on the books of the trust com- 
pany and were entered regularly in the 
usual way, and that these books were au- 
dited twice a year by an outside auditor in 
addition to the usual auditors of the company 
and the state examiner. 

“For all of my indebtedness, whatever it 

- is, the trust company is amply secured by 
collateral worth from $8,000,000 to $9,000,000. 
This collateral consists largely of first mort- 
gage bonds secured upon my various prop- 
erties. 

“While my collateral cannot be converted 
into cash immediately, yet by judicious 
handling I am convinced that in a reasonable 
time their full value will be realized.”’ 


Hipple’s Guilt Not Known. 

There are others to whom Hipple loaned 
‘money on insufficient security, but their 
Names have not been made public and the 
“gums are not believed to be large. 

How, far President Hipple benefited in the 
-Joans made or whether he was merely the tool 
‘of others has not been definitely determined. 
All the directors are remaining'silent on that 
point and also on the question of whether 
there will be any criminal prosecutions. 

Among the directors of the bank are: wr. 
S..Weir Mitchell, the author; John H. Con- 
verse of the Baldwin Locomotive works <4 
~vone of the most prominent laymen in t.e 
Presbyterian church in the United States;

Court Judge W. W. Porter; R. Dale Benson, 
president of the Pennsylvania Fire Insurance 
company; Joseph De F. Junkin, an attorney; 
Edward P. Borden, Samuel F. Houston, who 
_ is also vice president of the company; former 
State Senator J. Bayard Henry, and Frank 
C. Roberts. 


Books Falsified by Hivple. 


Although little has been established con- 
cerning Hipple’s actual criminality in the 
? bank’s ruin, it was discovered in the course 
_ of today’s investigation that in order te hide 
_ the true condition of the company and save 
himself Hipple resorted to he falsification 
of his reports, which were accepted as true 
by the directors. 

He had invented a.“ double system ” in 

~ making reports. He kept a list of real loans, 
_ @nd alist of bogusloans. The real loans were 
- Never seen by the directors. The bogus loans 
~~ Were supposed to be good ones, gilt edged. 
To the bank examiner making examina- 
~ thons of the company’s loans Hipple would 
_ present a list of what appeared to be 
‘ first clase loans in every respect, and these 
. the auditor would certify as correct, 

To the board of directors. who bestowed an 
a@mazing amount of confidence upon their 
president, Hipple would take the examiner’s 
certificate that the loans were correct, and 
the directors, at their regular meetings, would 
wneuspectingly and wunhesitatingly pass 
them. 

Directors and Examiners Fooled. 

In reality Hipple loaned the company’s 

Money to an amount corresponding exactly 
with the bogus list, on collateral of doubtful 

Value, not negotiable or readily convertible, 

Neither the bank examiner nor the directors 

ever saw Hipple’s real list of wildcat loans. 

In this way Hipple was able to use the com- 
pany's funds to aid speculative ventures 

without knowledge and without arousing the 

. Buspicion of the directors. They believed 

_that the company was lending its money ju- 
diciously on unimpeachable collateral. 

It was not until they began an examination 
of Hipple’s accounts, after his death, that 
the directors were disabused of this belief. 

. The first shock to their confidence in their 
president's integrity came with the discovery 
that loans which they had supposed to be 
gilt edged had not been made atall. Then 

Hipple's private list of bad loans came to 

light. 

To their horror, the directors, themselves 
Among the most prominent of Philadelphia 
capitalists and with exalted notions of finan- 
cia! ethics, found that their company’s money 
had been going out under their noses into 

.the insatiable maw of speculative schemes

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Hipple’s Exposure a Shock. 


Frank K. Hipple himself was one of the 
best known financiers of this city and was

© The latter said today that he did noj perform 
ar autopsy, but accepted the statement of 
Dr. Powell. In speaking of the death of his 
father, F. Wharton Hipple said: 

““My father came home in usua! health and 
spirits. He arose about 6 o'clock in the 
morning and appeared perfectly weil. He 
had the bath filled as usual and went to the 
bath room. So far as we can learn he must 
have died instantly for no outcry of any kind 
was heard, and he was dead when found by

Rumors that Mr. Hipple had committed 
suicide were quickly silenced by Dr. Powell 
and Coroner King. who declared that death 
was due to natural causes. The coroner is- 
sued a certificate that Mr. Hipple had died 
of cerebral hemorrhage or. apoplexy Dr.

had agreed that death was due to natural 
causes, 


Hipple Driven to Death by Fear? 

In ‘the face of a certificate of death from 
natural causes issued by Coroner Joseph N. 
King of Montgomery county, bankers, 
brokers, and business men in general at once 
openly expressed the opinion that Hipple 
had committed suicide. Fear of the rebukes 
of his friends and the disgrace which would 
follow the news that he improperly invested 
millions of dollars of the company’s money 
are reasons which these men assign for the 
president's act. 

While it was Hipple’s sudden death on Fri- 
day last which led to the investigation into 
the affairs of the trust company and dis- 
closures regarding the condition of the in- 
stitution, it is believed that even had he 
lived it would have been impossible for him 
to long withhold the truth. The increasirg 
demand for money and curiosity among the 
directors as to why millions of the company’s 
cash seemed always unavailable would have 
led to some sort of an investigation. 


Coroner and Physician Disagree. 

One of the things that first gave color tothe 
story that Hipple took his own life was a 
disagreement which occurred between Cor- 
oner King and his physician, Dr. A. H. Reed, 
today, While the coroner, who admitted that 
he had issued the certificate of death without 
having ordered a post-mortem examination, 
and that his sole source of information was 
the Hipple family physician, Dr. W. C. Pow- 
eli, reiterated his denial that the man had 
committed suicide, Coroner's Philcian Reed 
expressed a different opinion. 

“Had I known so much mystery gur- 
rounded the case and had I known of this 
condition of the,trust company 1 would not 
have been satisfied unless I had performed 
a post-mortem,’ he declared. 


Directors Take Quick Action. 


As soon as the directors learned the sud- 
den death of President Hipple they began the 
investigation of his affairs. This was after 
the close of business on Friday. A meeting 
of the board was hurriedly called and it was 
decided to instruct the officers of the bank 
that all deposits received after the opening 
of business Saturday morning should be set 
aside and deposited with the Franklin Na- 
tional bank in the names of the individuals 
presenting the money. 

This was dome to absolve the directors from 
criminal proceedings for receiving money 
after they knew the trust company was in- 
solvent. 

On Monday more than $160,000 wae de- 
posited by patrons of the bank, which was 
practically offset by withdrawals by. per- 
sons who had heard rumors of the company's 
condition. The money deposited since Satur- 
day will, however, not be returned to the 
depositors, but will lie in the Franklin Na- 
tional bank until the courts have decided 
whether it should be paid back. 

While the depositors were supposedly plac- 
ing their money with the Real Estate Trust 
company the directors were making strenu- 
ous efforts to tide the institution over the 
difficulty. All day yesterday they worked, 
but it became apparent shortly after noon 
today that the crash was inevitable. Ap- 
plication papers for a temporary receiver 
were prepared and left at the offices of the 
trust company, after which the directors 
went to the meeting of the Clearing House 
association to make a last appeal for help. 


Fifty Bank Presidents at Meeting. 


The newspapers were aware of the trend 
of events and had men atationed at the bank 
building ready to flash the closing of the 
bank if it occurred. There were probably 
fifty bank presidents at the clearing house 
to meet the directors of the trust company. 
The latter stated that they needed $7,000,000, 
but the best the banks could do was to guar- 
antee $3,500,000. This was not enough, and 
as all other means for getting money had 
failed Vice President Houston telephoned to 
the bank to suspend business and send the 
receivership papers to court. 

In an ineredibly short time the story was 
on the street and created great consternation. 
Hundreds of persons gathered about the 
building clamoring for information, and the 
crowd grew so great that a detail of police 
was sent for to clear the street. There was 
no disorder. 

Samuel F. Houston, vice president of the 
Real Estate Trust company, issued a state- 
ment after the trust company had closed its 
doors in which he said that the affairs of the 
company were much involved and that the 
officials found themselves unable to con- 
tinue business. 


Failure Placed at $7,000,000. 


‘**In round numbers,"’ he said, “* the failure 
will amount to $7,000,000. At a meeting of 
the banks and trust companies of the Phila- 
delphia Clearing house today, an effort was 
made to raise money to tide the company over 
its difficulties, but all we could get was 
$3,500,000, or about one-half what was need- 
ed. Consequently the court has been applied 
to for a receiver.”’ 

The application for the receiver says that 
the company has a paid up capital of $1,500,- 
000, an apparent surplus of an equal amount, 
and deposits of about $10,000,000. The assets 
consist of real estate in Philadelphia, loans 
upon collateral upon demand and on time, 
and other securities. President Hipple, the 
application says, “by false reports to the di- 
rectors of the loans made by him brought 
about the condition of the company which 
was first discovered by the officers of the 
bank subsequent to the death of the presi- 
dent.”’ 

The court them appointed Mr. Earle re- 
ceiver, and he entered security tothe amount 
of $1,000,000. 

After his appointment Mr. Earle held a 
lengthy conference with the directors and 
officers of the company, at’ which the re- 
ceiver was put in possession of the condition 
of the company so far as the officials of the 
concern could inform him. 


Receiver Hopes to Save Bank. 

At the close of the conference Mr. Earle 
made the following statement: 

‘*While I appreciate the danger of making 
statements until I have made a thorough 
examination, I think it my duty to state 
that in my effort to keep this institution open 
(an effort made. for public reasons, as I had 
no private interests therein), I have neces- 
sarily ascertained a great deal concerning its 
condition. | This knowledge brought me to the 
conclusion that the company should not be 
permitted! to fall, and that conclusion still 
is so strong with me that I believe, although 
it may be against my own interest, that the 
receivership should not be continued any 
length of time. 

“It is my hope that so soon as I may verify 
my present beliefs I can recommend a plan 
to the depositors that will better serve their 
interésts and terminate my services. It must 
not be forgotten that under a reasonable plan 
by which they will acquire all there is, they 
will receive much more than any recelver 
can obtain for them, for they can by that 
method preserve their large and valuable 
business, which will be otherwise lost. 


Worst Assets Only Uncertain. 

* In my judgment a receivership is always 
the most costly and tardy method of admin- 
istering corporate affairs, and I trust that 
I may be able to make it plain that tnereisa 
hopeful method that will be less expensive 
and capable of yielding higher results. 1 
ask, however, that until I can be perfectly 
sure of the wisdom of what I am recom- 
mending the depositors will not be too dis- 
couraged or anxious about their situation. 
The company, of course, has large assets 
that are certain, and I believe examination 
will show that large returns may be derived 
from the assets that are not certain.’’ 

John H. Converse was greatly shocked by 
the failure. He was an intimate friend of Mr. 
Hipple and was associated with him not only 
in business but in the affairs of the Presby- 
terian church. 

“As goon as we learned of Mr. Hipple’s 
sudden death,” he said, “the directors of 
the company looked into his affairs so far 
as they related to the bank. The discoveries 
made led us to appoint auditors, who worked 
continuously frome Saturday until Sunday 
night. The failure was due entirely to large 
loans made by Mr. Hipple on insufficient se- 
curity. We were not aware of this, as his 
reports to us were always proper.” 


Segal the Biggest Borrower. 

Asked to name the men to whom loans 
were made, he at first demurred but finally 
said: 

“ There were loans made to several men, 
among them Adolph Segal of this city. He 
secured loans aggregating $5,300,000, for 
which he gave securities of the Majestic 
hotel in this city, the Pennsylvania Sugar 
Refining company of Philadelphia, and the 
Swedish Steel company of Lancaster, Pa. 
The two latter concerns have never been 
placed in operation.’ 

‘What does Mr. Segal propose to do?" he

Segal’s Quick Rise to Wealth. 

The career of Adolph Segal is one of the 
most meteoric of local financiers. He arose 
from the seclusion of a modest business life 
to prominence as a daring promoter. Coming 
here from Austria less than twenty years 
ago, he located in. Camden, N. J., and en- 
tered the electric lighting and ice manufac- 
turing business. While these enterprises 
were in a flourishing condition he sold out’ 
at a good profit, having established a reputa- 
tion for fair dealing. 

His next venture was the establishment of 
large sugar refinery on the Delaware river 
front in Camden. This he sold at a large 
profit to the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany. Mr. Hipple is said to have been inter- 
ested in this deal, and he is said to have 
profited to the extent of $100,000. Segal then 
built a match factory In Camden, which was 
bought out by the Diamond Match company. 

Five years ago Segal erected an immense 
sugar refinery in this city, which was in- 
tended to be the first. of a chain of refineries 
throughout the United States. Although 
completed more than two years, the refinery 
has never been operated. 


Planned a Million Dollar Theater. 

Segal also erected 200 dwellings in Altoona 
near the Pennsylvania railroad shops. This 
is expected to be a profitable venture. Later 
he erected the Swedish stee) works at Lan- 
caster, Pa., which have never been operated. 
The company owns a tract of supposed mag- 
netic ore’ lands in Martin and Conestoga 
townships, but little ore has been taken from 
the mines. 

Segal’s last enterprise was the construc- 
tion of the Majestic apartment house, one of 
the most elegantly appointed and palatial 
structures of its kind in this city. It hae not 
been a financial success. It was formerly 
the home of William L. Elkins, the traction 
magnate, and was enlarged and embellished 
at a cost of nearly $1,000,140. 

Segal proposed building a million dollar 
theater for drama and vaudeville. It was to 
be erected near the Majestic apartments. 

Mr. Converse, who is chairman of the 
trustees of the general assembly of the Pres- 
byterian church, was asked for a definite 
statement regarding the funds and securi- 
ties of the church, but said he could not give 
one at this time. 

“The best I can say is that I believe the 
securities of the trustees are safe,’’ he said. 
“The auditors employed by the company 
went over the trust. funds and other securi- 
ties of the company, which amount to more 
than $26,000,000, and found them intact. The 
papers of the trustees of the church are 
among these accounts. I would like it un- 
derstood that the funds of the trustees are 
all kept invested as far as possible, and that 
little cash is kept on hand. Whatever 
amount of cash was in the bank was smal! 
and will not be a serious loss, if a loss at all.” 


Aged Ministers and Widows Suffer. 


The trustees of the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian church, of which President 
Hipple was treasurer, have securities report- 
ed to the last general assembly to be worth 
$960,056.30 in the Real Estate Trust com- 
pany. The interest and dividends on these 
investments for the year ending March 31 
were $45,000; their receipts and disbueements 
in both principal and income accounts aver- 
age about $79,000 a year. The trustees hold 
but three meetings a year, and the next reg- 
ular meeting would be in November. 

To what extent their active account is in- 
volved by the failure of the trust company 
no one could state tonight in the absence of 
Stated Clerk William H. Roberts and the 
recording secretary, the Rev. Jacob Wilson. 
Both are expected to return to the city in a 
few days. 

The largest single payment of the trustees 
is that of about $15,000 a year to the boardof, 
ministerial relief, nearly §400,000 of their 
securities being ir trust for the benefit of the 
aged ministers and widows and disabled mis- 
sionaries. 

The board of ministerial relief has a de- 
posit of $50,000 ané the women's boardof for- 
eign missions $10,000. The Presbyterian 
ministers’ fund, the oldest insurance com- 


pany in the country, with offices in the Ste-

Lose $20,000 by Three Minutes. 

Th board of publication of the Presby- 
terian church, which had between $18,000 
and $20,000 on deposit with the Real Hetate 
Trust company, made an effort to withdraw 
the money, but failed by three minutes. Hear- 
ing rumors of the unstable cendition of the 
trust company, members of the board noti- 
fied the officials of their intention to transe- 
fer the account to the Philadelphia National 
bank. A representative of the latter insti- 
tution made aii haste to the office of the trust 
company, and arrived there three minutes 
after the doors had closed. 

According to last May’s minutes of the 
Presbyterian general assembly, Mr. Hipple 
was treasurer of the board of trustees, 
had in his charge funds amounting to 
$963,896, distributed as follows: Bonds 
and mortgages, first liens on property, $716,- 
016.67; invested in securities, $196,399.16; ad- 
vances to secure bequests, $8,825.07; paid to 
secure property under foreclosure, $44,815.40; 
in trust for the benefit of the board of min- 
isterial relief, real estate mortgages of $5,000, 
and nine properties in Philadelphia, value not 
given; a piece of property in Philadelphia for 
the benefit of the Mariners’ church, value not 
given. 

John H. Michener, president of the Clearing 
House association, in an interview tonight 
said the failure of the association to sub- 
scribe the $7,000,000 guarantee fund requested 
by the Real Estate Trust company was due 
to insufficient security. The trust company, 
he said, offered $2,900,000 in gilt edge securi- 
ties, a two-thirds interest in the trust com- 
pany’s building, valued at $2,000,000, and $6, - 
300,000 securities from Adolf Segal, valued 
by the directors of the trust company at 
$3,000,000. 

The Clearing House association did not re- 
gard the Segal securities worth more than 
$1,000,000 and declined to subscribe more than 
a total of $4,000,000 unless the remaining se- 
curities were more substantial. 

Samuel F. Houston, vice president of the 
company, said tonight that no other bank- 
ing institution in this or any other city 
would be in the least affected by the failure. 
Gilt edge security was given for whatever 
money was borrowed from other banks. 

He said he hoped the company would be 
able to resume business, but would make no 
prediction om that point. 

The failure undoubtedly means that hun- 
dreds of persons have cut short their vaca- 
tion and are hurrying back frem seashore 
and mountain resort. The institution was 
a favorite depository for women and for weili 
to do men who make use of purely personai 
accounts. The company was particularly at- 
tentive to this class of business, and perhaps 
no other bank in the city was so careful to 
always provide its women clients with clean, 
new money, even to the nickels. 


Crash Reveals Petty Forger. 


For some days the books had been under- 
going a thorough examination, but the clerks 
supposed this was due to a curious defalca- 
tion which was recently brought to light, but 
which was kept quiet. A young bookkeeper 
invented a new and ingenious system of 
stealing which puzzled the bank officials and 
is said to have caused serious apprehension, 
because of the difficulty in detecting or 
tracing it. 

His method was to forge the name of a 
depositor whose aecounts were posted by 
him. To cover the forgery he would, by a 
mental process, include the amount of the 
check in the total, being careful not to enter 
the amount of the boguscheck. After having 
secured the money ov would tear up the 
bogus check when it reached his hands: By 
this method the ledger and “ scratcher "’ -}- 
ways agreed and the books balanced. 

Recent!y, while the forger was at luncheon, 
another clerk entered a number of checks in 
the former's ledger, including one that had 
been. forged, and the scheme was thus de- 
tected. So far it is known that more than 
$3,000 was stolen from the bank by the clever 
young forger. 
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If Precedent Set by Judge Bethea on 
Return of Former Indictment I« 
Followed the Security Required 
Will Exceed $8,000,000—Lawyers 
for Corporation: Will Make Hard 
Technical Fight on the True Bills 
Found by Federal Grand Jury. 


The Standard Oil company will make no 
effort to evade service on the indictments 
returned against it by the federal grand 
jury, but doubtless there will be a contest 
over the question of bond. This would not 
be admitted by John 8. Miller, special coun- 
sel for the trust, but he questioned the pro- 
priety of such a demand. 

A bond of $25,000 was filed by Judge Bethea 
when the first indictment was returned 
against the company several weeks ago. 
That indictment was on nineteen counts and 
if the same ratio is maintained with the 
6,428 counts in the ten returned on Monday 
the required bond would be $8,350,000. 


Thinks Bond Will Be Waived. 

“TI don't think bond will be required,”’ said 
Mr: Miller. ‘“‘So far as I have been able to 
discover there is no provision requiring it 
when a corporation is indicted. The Standard 
Oil company is not going to run off to Bu- 
rope. It. ts different when an individual is 
charged with crime.” 

Mr. Miller was asked if the Standard would 
enter an appearance. 

“I gee no reason for quibbling over a mat- 
ter of that character,” he replied. “ The 
company maintains an office here and cer- 
tainly will be accessible to the government 
officers.’’ 

Early yesterday morning Mr. Miller, in 
company with A. D. Eddy, general attorney 
for the Standard Oil company, called on Dis- 
trict Attorney Morrison. The consuitation 
was brief, and it was declared no definite 
understanding was reached. Before Mr. 
Morrison left for St. Paul, Minn., last night, 
however, he was assured no serious objection 
would be raised to the government’s Action 
until the cases are presented in. court. 


Making Plans for Defense. 
The attorneys for the Standard Oil com- 
pany are planning the defense which will 
be urged when the indictments returned on 
Monday are called for trial. The fight doubt- 
less will be a technical one, which will end 
only when the United States Supreme court 
has passed upon the various questions in- 
volved. The general basis of the defense 
will be that the shipments were not inter- 
state commerce, and if they were the ship- 
per should not be held liable because the 
common carrier gave a rate which was less 
than that enjoyed by others. 
“TIT haven't read the. indictments,”’ said 
John S. Miller, special counsel for the Stand- 
ard company, “ but from what I have heard 
I should judge there would be a number of 
debatable points at issue. The tariffs 
are filed in Washington and is a shipper to 
know what these are between two given 
points?’’ 
Government Attorneys’ Plans. 

Special] Counsel Charles B. Morrison, in 
charge of the prosecution of the Standard Oil 
company, and Assistant Attorney General 
Oliver E. Pagin, who drew the fifty-three 
pound indictment, left Chicago last evening 
preparatory to a meeting later in St. Paul 
with Attorney General Moody. It is de- 
clared to be probable that the charge of 
monopoly may be brought against the oil 
company in St. Paul, although some of the 
government lawyers are more in favor of 
New York or Chicago as the center of at- 
tack. 


BRITISH INSURANCE COMPANY 
CALLED “WELCHER” AND BEAT 


Nevada Insurance Commissioner Telis 
London and Lancashire to Play Square 
with Victims of San Francisco Fire. 


Carson City, Nev., Aug. 28.—([Special.]— 
The London and Lancashire Fire Insurance 
company is called a “ welcher’’ and ordered 
to play square with its California policy 
holders, in a letter State Insurance Com- 
missioner Davis has sent it. He says in 
reply to a request for terms under which 
the company can do business in Nevada: 

“You are generally charged with conduct- 
ing a “ welching’’ business. You certainly 
cannot expect to do business on those lines 
in California and continue to write policies 
in this state. I have ordered all policies 
carried by your company on state property 
canceled, and will give you two weeks to 
begin settling dollar for dollar in San Fran- 
cisco, If there is still complaint of your 
business methods in San Francisco your 
license to do business in this state will be 
revoked.”’ 

Millions Paid Quake Victims. 

San Franscisco, Cal., Aug. 28.—Thirty-five 
insurance companies out of the 120 involved 
in the San Francisco disaster have paid in 
the aggregate $55,103,863.22, according to 
their office records to date. The Royal of 
Liverpool is credited with $3,804,000.41, the 
Hartford $3,018,705, the New York Under- 
writers $3,496,787, the Aetna of Hartford 
$3,126,502, and the Liverpool and London and 
Globe $3,721,258.

PUT BLOOM ON MILLION ACRES. 


Immense Irrigating Project in Colorado 
to Use Billions of Gallons of 
Water Now Wasted. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 28.—Papers have been 
filed with the state engineer for the redemp- 
tion of nearly 1,000,000 acres of arid land, 
the largest irrigation proposition ever un- 
dertaken by private capital. Frank J. Mac- 
Arthy, a civil engineer, is drafting plans for 
a reservoir to cover twenty-four square miles, 
have an average depth of thirty-five feet, 
and use the entire surplus water of the 
Platte river. It has been estimated that 
38,115,000,000 cubic feet of water was wasted 
yearly from the Platte river. This proposi- 
tion is being financed by a syndicate of New 
York and London bankers. The estimated 
cost is about $4,000,000. Work will commence 
about Oct. 1.

Eide Denies Signatures. 

Eide made an affidavit to the effect that he 
never signed, sealed, or delivered the notes 
of the trust deeds mentioned, and that he 
never at any time was the owner of the prop- 
erty described, and that his first knowledge 
of the fact that his name is upon the papers 
mentioned came when he examined them 
yesterday. He admits that a mortgage for 
$1,000 upon his homestead is good. 

In addition to the Eide matter Attorneys 
Weissenbach and Loeb were informed that 
the first elght mortgages examined in the 
bank so far are forgeries. They aggregate 
$14,000 in value and: form a part of tHe 
$1,300,000 represented in the 1,500 mortgages 
in the bank. The attorneys, however, are 
hopeful that the greater part of the total 
number of mortgages will turn out to be good. 


Must Prove Notes Are Forgeries. 


Affidavits to the effect that names are 
forged will not be sufficient to evade claims 
held by the bank. Every disputed claim, in- 
cluding those so far discovered, will have to 
be fought out in the courts until the forgery 
has been proven. A large number of suits 
probably wili be started soon. Extensions 
of mortgages will be held void. 

Attorney Weissenbach expressed the belief 
that Notary Public Prebis should not be 
harshly criticised for his part in acknowl- 
edging signatures, because the transaction 
occurred nine years ago. 

‘TI don’t remember Eide, but I think it 
likely that I would know him if I should see 
him,” said Mr. Prebis. ‘“*I think the ac- 
knowledgment was taken by me, but nine 
years is a long time to remember euch a 
thing. At all events, I don’t believe that the 
paper is forged.”’ 

‘‘T shall take steps to have certain persons 
indicted for conspiracy if the facts warrant 
it,’ said Acting State’s Attorney Barbour. 
“A notary public in taking an acknowledg- 
ment states that the person appearing before 
him is personally known to the notary pub- 
lic. If he took the acknowledgment without 
knowing the man, he was remiss in his duty, 
Owing to the law on the matter, a charge 
of conspiracy is the most likely.” 


Stensland Believed Near Capture. 


Mr. Barbour stated that in his belief the 
Pinkertons have located, or are about to lo- 
cate, Paul O. Stensland. “I may have 
something definite by Friday morning,” he 
said. “If I haven't heard anything by Fri- 
day morning, I can set another date when 
I may be asked about the matter. I don’t 
know whether the Pinkertons actually have 
Stensland in sight, but I know that they 
have secured more money from the dirctors 
to be used for some purpose.”’ 


THAW PROPERTY FOR SALE. 


Mother of Young Millionaire Prisoner 
Will Cut Off All Connection 
with Pittsburg. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 28.—[Special.]—Mrs. , 
William Thaw, the devoted mother of Harry 
Kendal Thaw, has decided to cut adrift from 
all connections in Pittsburg, where the Thaw 
millions were made, and with this purpose in 
view “ Lyndhurst,’ the famous Thaw rest- 
dence here, has been offered for sale. 

The rest of the property owned by Mrs. 
Thaw here also will be sold, the understand- 
ing among her friends being that Mre. Thaw 
will retain only her Pennsylvania railroad 
bonds as souvenirs of Pittsburg. 

One of her fashionable bits of property in 
Berhwood boulevard, near Lyndhurst, was 
sold yesterday for $40,000 to a Pittsburg man, 
whose name has not been made public. Up 
until a short time ago Mrs. Thaw woulé not 
have sold this property for anything or any 
money. Now Lyndhurst, on which Mrs. 
Thaw spent $400,000, also is on the market.

“Tipped Off” at the Cecil. 


The descent upon the Cecil was made at 
8:30 o'clock. Evidently some one had car- 
ried the Information in advance to the hotel, 
for when eight policemen dashed into the en- 
trance and rushed up the stairs the place 
presented a comparatively deserted appear- 
ance. The clerk behind the desk was lolling 
comfortably in a rocking chair, smoking a 
cigar. He even yawned nonchalantly as the 
raicgers entered. 

In a moment, however, there was plenty of 
excitement in the hotel. Orders were issued 
to seize the books from the safe and police- 
men were sent to every room to turn out 
Ztests. At the same time servants, cham- 
bermaids, porters, and other employés, to- 
gether with the clerk, speedily were placed 
under arrest. 

A woman in one of the rooms on the sec- 
ond floor started to resist the invaders. When 
the police rapped loudly on the door she 
refused to unbolt it. Attorney Comerford, 
however, devised strategy which proved suc- 
cessful. Rushing into the next room he suc- 
ceeded in breaking through a connecting 
window, whereupon the woman flung open 
another door and attempted to escape. She 
Was stopped by a policman, and, after prom- 
ising to leave the hotel, was released. 


Arrest Penalty of Resisting. 

“Don’t arrest any of the guests,”’ said At- 
torney Comerford, *‘ but if anybody shows 
a desire w disobey orders to clear out take 
him or her to the station.” 

Only about a dozen guests were in the 
Cecil at the time the raid was made. In 
ten minutes the .place was cleared and the 
detectives had slipped across to Wabash 
avenue and were rushing into the Hotel 
Rensu. 

There had been a stil! alarm from the Cecil 
when that was raided, but before any one 
could escape the squad headed by Attorney 
Comerford and Detective Muchowski of 
Chief Collins’ staff arrived at the Rensu’s 
side entrance and divided so that all the door- 
ways were guarded. 

The clerk in the office was busy checking 
laundry bundles when he was informed that 
the house was “ pinched “ and that he must 
Warn al] the inmates to leave at once. Mr. 
Comerford went behind the desk and seized 
the hotel register. 

“Most of our people are out now,” ex- 
Dlained the clerk as the telephone operator 
began calling up the occupied rooms and 
Siving the orders to “ dress in a hurry.”’

Most of 
the men and women obeyed, but one young 
girl, apparently not more than 17 years old, 
rushed upon the police attorney and at- 
tempted to attack him with a hatpin. A 
policeman seized the girl’s arm and saved 
Comerford from injury.

This syndicate 
consists of two sisters and their brother. 
They own several other hotels than those 
brought into the limelight by the raids. The 
sisters now are out of the actual manage- 
ment, having retired to beautiful residences, 
where they entertain, and from which they 
set out for church on Sunday mornings. 

Mrs. Victoria Stafford lives with her three 
daughters and one son in her own house at 
8925 Grand boulevard. Mrs. ‘Margaret 
Busch, the other, who, as stated, is the wife 
of Capt. Charles Busch of the Lincoln park 
police, whom she married after he romanti- 
cally saved her in a runaway in the park. 
She lives at 147 Pine Grove avenue. The 
brother manages - the properties from the 
inter Ocean Rotel. 

The Grand Kastern, the Queen, and the 
Great Western are the Stafford properties 
raided. Mrs. Victoria Stafford is said to 
make $500 a week out of the Queen. During 
exceptionally prosperous seasons, it is said, 
the house has brought in $500 on a single 
Saturday. Mrs. Stafford lived for years in 
the neighborhood of State and Harrison 
streets, where she conducted a hotel of the 
class shd has found so profitable, and her 
husband, also her cousin, had a second hand 
furniture store. 


Moves Away as Children Grow Up, 


On his death she opened the Queen. Six 
years ago, as her children were growing 
up, she concluded to move away to new 
surroundings and she bought the house on 
the boulevard. She is reported to be a large 
contributer to a Presbyterian church in the 
neighborhood. She has carriages and ser- 
vants, and with her daughters travels ex- 
tensively. 

Mrs. Busch, whose income from the Grand 
astern is placed at $20,000 a year, formerly 
was the wife of a mall carrier. Sne and her 
husband economized ahd scraped enough 
money together to start them in “‘ business ”’ 
in this hotel. Not long after the husband, 
whose name was Russell, committed suicide, 
leaving his widow to care for the property 
and grow richer day by day from its proceeds. 

She continued to live in the world she had 
chosen until she married Capt. Busch. Then 
she went to the north side and set up an 
elaborate household. 

J. W. Stafford, the brother, who does not 
pretend to be more than a “ hotel’ keeper, 
is said to make $15,000 a year out of his 
Great Western.

Bartzen Closes Brunswick. 


The closing of the notorious Brunswick, 9 
Adams street, was accomplished several 
hours before the general raid and on another 
basis—that of deflamce of the building laws. 
Building Commissioner Bartzen took the ac- 
tion, and at the same time threatened to 
close every hotel in the city where a build- 
ing violation shall be found.

Some of Chief’s Witnesses Tell 
of Bribery Threats and 
Fixing Affidavits. 


COLLINS DENIES CHARGE. 


He Issues Transfer Order Hitting 
Three of Accused Inspector’s 
Star Men. 


Bribery, threats, and “ fixing’ affidavits 
were shown last night in two instances to be 
the methods resorted to by Chief Collins’ in- 
vestigators in building up the charges against 
Inspector Lavin. 

Police Attorney Frank Comerford was ac- 
cused by Attorney Alexander Collins, who 
represented Clark and Barry in their trial 
for the Hagemann jewelry robbery, of tam- 
pering with the affigavits which Collins made, 
and so twisting and adding to the phrases 
that the statement was made to look black 
against the accused inspector when in reality 
it originally conveyed no such meaning. 

Sergeant James Quinlan of Chief Collins’ 
staff, who obtained the Wilkinson affidavit 
in connection with the diamonds in the Weber 
robbery, was accused by Attorney Robert 
E. Cantwell of paying Wilkinson $100 for the 
affidavit after “ jobbing ” the negro with a 
robbery accusation and promisng to save him 
from the penitentiary. Wilkinson also makes 
the accusation and makes another affidavit 
exonerating Lavin. 


Other Developments of the Day. 
Other developments in the police scandal 
were as follows: 

Detectives Sheehan, Biddinger, and Kane, and 
three other policemen were transferred to the 
suburbs by the chief. These three men were 
Lavin's star men for years. They will go into 
uniform and tramp beat. 

Clark, the thief, caused false word of his death 
to circulate in order that he might be spared the 
fate of “‘ Tom " Barry, who he believed was mur- 
dered by the police. 

Chief Collins declared the charges were “* as good 
as gold,’* despite the failing of his witnesses, and 
added that he had plenty of corroborative evi- 
dence. 

Fresh affidavit made by B. J. Hagemann, the rob- 
bery of whose store in 1901 furnished the basis 
of the Lavin charges. Hagemann’s statement is 
damaging to Lavin. 

Jacob W. Weber makes an affidavit #hich leaves 
the matter of the stolen jewels still unsettled. 
Attorney Collins makes an affidavit which shows 
that Clark and Barry knew nothing of Lavin’s 

connection with the robbery. 

Frank J. Shead of the Anti-Crime league promises 
grand jury prosecution of police officials for 
levying tribute.

Attorney Collins said he was called to Mr.

robbery. Collins repudiated the affidavit 
hang Comerford gave out as coming from 

m. 

“If Comerford says I quoted either Clark 
or Barry as saying that they suspected Lavin 
he is a liar,” said Collins. 

In the face of that statement here is part 
of the “affidavit’’ which Comerford gave 
out: 

“That Barry made a full statement to 
State’s Attorney Deneen at the time of his 
arrest charging Capt. Lavin and Mahoney 
with putting up the job to rob Hagemann’s 
store; that Barry and Clark both told him 
after they got out of the bridewell that they 
had been jobbed by Lavin and Mahoney.”’ 

‘*‘ When I entered Mr. Comerford’s office he 
told me to dictate the story to his stenogra- 
pher,” said Collins. .‘‘1 started out with 
telling how I had gone to Curran and talked 
over with him the matter of waiving the ex- 
amination and how reluctant Curran was to 
testify.’’ 

‘‘We don’t want that kind of stuff,” said 
Comerford to me. 
thing against Lavin?’ 

“T will give you the straight of this or 
nething,”’ I said ‘‘Then I went on and 
told the story.’’ 


False Report of Clark’s Death. 


In this connection Mr. Collins told how 
Clark had given out the false stcry that he 
was dead in order to put the police off the 
scent. 

‘ He saw the fate of Barry,” said Collins, 
“and it impressed him with the fear that the 
police would kill him for his part in sending 
Mahoney to prison. He was well known to 
Roger O’Mara, the chief of police cf Pitts- 
burg, who is working on the Thaw case, and 
he caused the report of his death to be sent 
to O’Mara. So that is how the story started. 
It spread aH through police and criminal 
circles. But he ts alive today and they. will 
not get him.’”’ 


Wilkinson Says He Was Jobbed. 


Wilkinson, the negro, made a sensational! 
attack on Sergeant Quinlan. He said that 
he never committed the robbery of the flat 
at 4604 Prairie avenue and that the police 
had arrested him for that and “ made’ evi- 
dence against him for the purpose of getting 
the anti-Lavin affidavit. He said he had 
done Lavin an injustice and that Lavin had 
kept pone of the jewels. 

It developed that when Wilkinson was ar- 
rested for the robbery he agreed to pay 
his lawyers, Cantwell and Erbstein, $300 for 
the defense. Last Saturday morning At- 
torney Erbstein went to the jail and the 
negro had no money. He went back in the 
evening, half au hour after Sergeant Quin- 
lan had left, and Wilkinson handed him 
$50. Monday he produced $50 more, Wil- 
kinson admitted that he had taken the money. 

“I did not know what I was signing,’’ he 
said. “I had to have some money. Quin- 
lan told me that on top of the robbery charge 
Il had a habitual criminal indictment and 
that it meant the penitentiary. He said the 
chief had promised to save me. I never lost 
any diamonds.” 

Sergeant Quinlan said that Wilkinson lied, 
but did not explain how, 

“ Wilkingon was not coerced,’ said the 
chief. “ Quinlan never saw him until I sent 
him over with my stenographer.” 

About the other charges the chief said: 

“ The Mahoney affidavit is as good as gold. 
I have plenty of evidence to corroborate it.”’ 


Chief Issues Transfer Order. 
Then the chief announced these transfers: 
Detective Guy Biddinger, from the detective 

bureau to Brighton Park to travel in uniform. 

Detective Thomas J. Kane, from Chicago avenue 
to the New City station to travel in uniform. 

Detective Thomas J. Sheehan, from Chicago 
avenue to the stockyards station to travel in unt- 
form. 

The chief would give no reason for this 
action. These men have been close to Lavin 
for yéars. They have worked on all the big 
cases in Chicago during the iast ten years. 
Sheahan worked on the Hagamann casé. 

At the same time Jeremiah O'Connell, a 
patrolman, was transferred from the South 
Chicago to the Englewood station; Desk Ser- 
geant T. Conway was changed from Lake 
street to West North avenue, and Desk Ser- 
geant John 8. Quinn was changed from the 
West North avenue to the Lake street sta- 
tion. This is believed to be a biind. 

The mystery of the Weber diamonds, which 
Lavin is charged with retaining, was not 
cleared by the affidavit of L. E. Weber. He 
said that Lavin did not turn over to the firm 
the diamond stud and ring belonging to 
Wilkinson H. L. Weber said that Lavin 
did turp this property over and that the 
charge never should have been brought 
against him.

DEFEND SHOTS AT AUTO. 


ROGERS PARK CITIZENS STAND BY 
POLICEMAN SAXTON. 


Lawyer Representing J. Ogden Ar- 
mour Is Present at Meeting of the 
Nerth Park Commission and Inci- 
dent Is Broadly Discussed, but No 
Action Taken—Chicago Club Passes 
a Resolution of Censure for the 
Bluecoat. 


The case of Policeman Charles Saxton. 
who fired a bullet at J. Ogden Armour’s au- 
tomobile while Mrs. Armour and her daugh- 
ter Lolita were riding through Rogers Park 
last week, was discussed at a meeting of the 
North Park commission held at Greenleaf 
avenue and Park street,: Rogers Park, last 
evening. 

While most of the speakers expressed them- 
selves as favorable to the policeman, the 
commission deferred action on the ca8e until 
Tuesday evening. W. E. Hatterman pre- 
sided and Attorney Walter Frissdee repre- 
sented Mr. Armour. Nearly 100 residents of 
Rogers Park were present at the meeting. 


Says Saxton Did His Duty. 

John M. Carlson, who was the first speaker, 
declared that Saxton did his duty in shoot- 
ing at Mr. Armour’s automobile when. the 
auto was being driven above the speed 
limit. 

“This man did nothing but his duty and 
should in no wise be censured,’’ said Mr. 
Carison. “If he is to be censured for any- 
thing, it should be for not arresting the 
chauffeur.”’ 

Others who spoke in defense of the police- 
man were Fred Becker and Dr. A. H. Burr, 
James Barbour declared that the policeman 
should not have shot at the speeding car, 
but said he was opposed to a vote of censure. 
‘Attorney Frissdee declared that Mr. Ar- 
mour had withdrawn his demand made to 
the board several days ago that the com- 
mission apologize to him for the act of Police- 
man Saxton. 


Auto Club Scores Act. 

The shooting at Mr. Armour’s automobile 
brought action by the directors of the Chi- 
cago Automobile club during the day. It 
was in the form of a resolution condemning 
the “* reckless use of firearms by policemen,” 
and declaring it the sense of the members 
of the club that the policeman who fired upon 
Mr. Armour’s auto should be discharged 
from the force and prosecuted in the criminal 
courts. 

The resolutions read in part: 

Whereas, Upon a number of occasions in and 
about the city of Chicago automobiles have been 
fired upon by irresponsible police officers, upon the 
pretext that such action hae been necessary in 
order to apprehend the drivers of the automobiles, 
who were charged with a violation of the spee@ 
ordinances; and 

Whereas, This unlawful and criminal practice 
has endangered the lives of the occupants of the 
automobiles and of other citisens lawfully upon 
the streets; and 

Whereas, Upon no theory of law are such out- 
rageous practices justifiable, therefore be it 

Resolved, That tle reckless and unlawful use of 
firearms by police officers and others cannot be 
tolerated and must be stopped; and 

Be it further resolved, That {ft is the sense of 
the board of directors of the Chicago Automobile 
club that the police officer who fired upon the 
automobile of Mr. Armour in Rogers Park should 
be summarily discharged, and that he should be 
prosecuted In the criminal courts as an example to 
others vimilarily inclined.

ROOSEVELT SPELLING REFORM 
DECRIED BY GOLDWIN SMITH. 


Professor Declares President Is Liable 
to Impulses, and if Etymology Is to 
Be Changed Let Experts Do It. 


Toronto, Ont., Aug. 28.—** President Roose- 
velit ig liable to sudden. impulse,”’ said Prof. 
Goldwin Smith today when asked what he 
thought of the president's placing the stamp 
of official approval on the spelling reform 
movement. 

“Tf it is to be done,”’ said the professor, 
“let it be done by experts and by common 
agreement, not by Mr. Roosevelt's ipse dixit. 
I think it will blow over. All attempts at a 
universal language have come to nothing. 
Men of commerce learn the languages that 
are necessary to their business. The English 
do not seem to like the idea of their language 
being regulated by the president of the United 
States.”’ 


British Professor Approves. 

LONDON, Aug. 28.—Dr. Napier, professor 
of English and Anglo-Saxon in the Univer- 
sity of Oxford, gives his unqualified approval 
to President Roosevelt's action with regard 
to spelling reform. He thinks that with few 
exceptions the proposed changes are mod- 
erate and a step in the right direction. 
Thomas Hardy, the novelist, opposes the 
suggested changes and writes: 

‘“*I am struck with the advantage of having 
reform of English spelling taken in hand by 
an eminent American of Dutch extract.”’ 


Language Congress Opens. 
GENBPVA, Aug. 28.—The first international 
Esperanto (universal language) congress 
opened here today. There were 500 repre- 
sentatives of fifteen nations, Including many 
Americans, present. 


Order Roosevelt Spelling. 

Washington,. D. C., Aug. 28.—The presi- 
dent's order’ regarding phonetic spelling will 
be extended to all parts of the government. 
By his direction all public documents are to 
be printed with that form’ of: spelling. A 
meeting was held yesterday, called by Public 
Printer Stillings, of all the chief clerks of the 
various departments, and a committee was 
appointed to formulate rules for carrying 
out this order. The committee will report 
at a future meeting. 

The Naval academy board is considering a 
letter from William Baff of Worcester, Mass., 
who says that with a daily lesson of one hour 
for a period of five months the midshipmen 
at Annapolis would readily acquire a com- 
plete knowledge of esperanto, and would be 
able to read, write, and speak it fluently. 

Baff suggests this to the board only as a 
supplementary language. 


President Uses Reform. 

Oyster Bay, L. 1, Aug. 28.—President 
Roosevelt's correspondence is now spelled in 
accordance with the recommendation of the 
Carnegie spelling reform committee, of which 
Prof. Brander Matthews is chairman. An 
official list of the 300 reformed words 
reached the executive office yesterday and 
the letters which were mailed yesterday 
afternoon were spelled in accordance there- 
with. This list will be the official dictionary 
of the executive staff henceforth. When- 
ever the committee shall add new words to 
the hist its recommendations are to be im- 
mediately adopted.

Looting Going On Everywhere. 

In Odesea a respectable merchant's family 
of five persons was killed. Jewels valued 
at 100,000 rubles were abstracted from a 
jeweler’s shop in Warsaw, jewelry worth 
10,000 rubles was removed by anarchists in 
Simbirsek on the Volga from postal bags, 
and 27,700 rubles were stolen at Signny. 

Postal communication has ceased owing 
to attacks by revolutionaries. In an attack 
on a train on the Riazin line the revolution- 
ists killed a superintendent of constabulary, 
a gendarme, a guard, and a conductor. So 
frightened were the passengers that several 
threw themselves from the carriages. 

The trial of several revolutionists at Mitau 
has been fixed for the coming week, but the 
principal witness against them was killed 
yesterday. The rest of the witnesses have 
received threatening letters. 

In Moscow several well dgessed youths in 
&@ emart, open carriage drove around the 
city today, halting before policemen and 
shooting them to death. Accomplices who 
had previously been posted in the street 
joined in the murders. 


Czar Not to Use Bombs. 

Semi-officia] denial was made today of ru- 
mors current in Russia that the czar intends 
to meet revolutionary terrorism with similar 
tactics on the part of the government. It is 
asserted that the government always will be 
able to distinguish between legal opposition 
and enemies determined to nullify the law, 
whether by propaganda or by passive resist- 
ance. 

A propaganda has its own means of strug- 
gling, whether through the press or by meet- 
ing, but disturbances of order will be prose- 
cuted sternly, whatever ideas are professed. 
The government has sufficient means, the 
statement continues, of suppressing illegal 
acts. But suppressing is not the only aim. 
The first problem is the preparation of bills 
to be presented in parliament for the settle- 
ment of pressing questions in a legal man- 
ner. The statement concludes as follows: 

*‘ Revolutionaries may try to destroy the 
work of the government, but finally they 
must fail, as the government #annot refrain 
from the fulfillment of reforms simply be- 


r Cause one statesman or another may be re- 


placed.” 


Urges Return to Old Regime. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 28.—The monarchical par- 
ty, in an address to the emperor just pub- 
lished, openly appeals for a dictatorship, 
“which will put an end to the demoralization 
in the army,” and also urges the complete 
suppression of parliament and the restora- 
tion of the unlimited autocracy. 

Should his majesty, nevértheless, insist on 
retaining the parliament, the monarchists 
promise loyal participation in the elections, 
on the condition of a change tn the election 
law providing for the exclusion of the Jews 
from the suffrage. 

The Black Hundred organizations are con- 
ducting an agitation against the Intelligensia 
and Jews. 


Troops Slay Terrorists. 


RIGA, Aug. 28.—Police and troops today 
surrounded a lodging house where bombs 
had been discovered. The revolutionists in- 
side fired rifies from the windows on the 
attacking party and also threw a bomb, 
whereupon the troops riddied the house 
with bullets, killing or wounding all the 
ininates. Two men and a woman were 
killed. At another place in the suburbs a 
Lettish student was killed and several were 
wounded while resisting arrest. 


WELLMAN PUTS OFF POLAR TRIP 


Defects in Mechanical Equipment of 
Airship Will Delay Expedition 
Until Next Year.

HAMMERFBEST, Norway, Aug. 28.—The 
following despatch was received today from 
Walter Wellman, leader of the Wellman 
polar expedition at Spitsbergen: 

“I have decided not to attempt a voyage 
northward this year on account of defects 
in the mechanical equipment of my airship. 
According to the announcement made last 
winter in anticipation of such possibilities 
the expedition will continue next year. 

‘My party is now completing a great bal- 
loon house and other features of the plant, 
and making experiments with a view to the 
campaign of 1907. This year will be one of 
preparation and the next will be. one of ac- 
tion. Our confidence of success in 1907 has 
been increased by this summer's work and 
by our weather observations. The motors 
work well and the balloon is in good condi- 
tion; but the car and mechanical equipment 
will be entirely rebuilt in Paris during the 
winter. The expedition will arrive here next 
May and will find everything ready. This 
year the whole summer has been consumed 
in building the plant.

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POSTMASTER WILL CONSULT DE- 
PARTMENT HEADS ABOUT IT. 


Mr. Busse Starts for Washington To- 
day and Before Returning He May 
Confer with President Roosevelt 
Regarding Organisation of Men 
Who Handle the Mails—Oath Taken 
by Employes May Be Held to For- 
bid Their Taking Such Action. 


The Postoffice Clerks’ union will know with- 
in two or three days what sort of reception 
is to be accorded the organization by the 
federal authorities. Postmaster Fred A. 
Busse will start this morning for Wash- 
ington, where he will confer with the heads 
of the postoffice department in regard to the 
attempt to unlonize the government service, 

Mr. Busse may decided to cali upon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and explain thoroughly to 
him the situation which unexpectedly has de- 
veloped. _ Altogether, it is probable several 
conferences on the matter will take place be- 
fore Mr. Busse returns to Chicago next Satur- 
day, 


Oath Taken by Employes. 

“] should say there will be no objection 
to the union,’’ he said, ‘* provided the or- 
ganization is conducted along the lines fol- 
lowed by the employés’ club, which has been 
in existence for several! years,. But if the 
clerks expect to carry on negotiations re- 
garding wages and hours with the govern- 
ment in the way unions usually deal with em- 
ployers there is a possibility of a hitch.” 

In this connection Mr. Busse explained that 
every applicant for a position in the postal 
service is required to take an oath to sup- 
port and defend the conetitution. of the 
United States. Part of this oath is: 

“I do further solemnly swear that I will 
faithfully perform all the duties required of 
me and abstain from everything’ forbidden 
by the laws in relation to the establishment 
of postoffices and postroads . within the 
United States.” 

There are statutes acting as obstacles to 
a change in wages or hours except through 
legislation. ~ 

Mr. Susse said he had planned to confer 
with the treasury department concerning the 
Chicago federal building appropriations be- 
fore the unionization of the postal employés 
developed. 


Wages Paid in Postoffice. 


Regarding the conditions of the clerks in 
the Chicago postoffice Mr. Busse’s secretary 
gave out the following statistics showing 
the yearly wages of the various classes of

Nine emplevés in the clerks’ division re- 
ceive between $1,400 and $2,000 a year. 

Despite the threatened opposition from the 
postal authorities, the officers elected by the 
National Federation of Postoffice Clerks 
went ahead with the framing of a constitu- 
tion and addressed an appeal for a charter 
to the American Federation of Labor. E. 
B. Goltra, president of the new federation. 
said eight clerks from a single division of 
the Chicago postoffice had applied during the 
morning for admission to the union. 

The promoters of the union hinted that 
other branches of the postal service shortly 
may be organized. 


Restrictions Put on Union. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 28.—[Special. ]— 
The postoffice department officials have had 
no notice regarding the formation of a postal 
employes’ union, by President Gompers of 
the Federation of Labor. If such an organ- 
ization is effected, the department will ignore 
it so long as it does not affect the postal 
service. This attitude is the same as that of 
all other departments in regard to labor 
unions and employés’ organizations. 

Employés belonging to any such organiza- 
tion, will not be permitted to attempt through 
it to secure legislation for their benefit. 

There will be no restriction placed upon 
postal employés forming a union, but such 
an organization cannot expect to be recog- 
nized by the department.

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SAYS DEMOCRATS 


M. L. McKinley Complains 
That Local Organizati ion 
Is Undemoeratic. 


URGES NEED OF REFORM. 


Objects to Public Officials Hold- 
ing Positions of Author- 
ity in Party. 


_ 


Charging that there is no representative 
democratic organization In Chicago, and that 
the one which goes by that name has been 
ruled without regard for the wishes of the 
tank and file, M. L. McKinley yesterday 
in an open letter protested against public 

als holding positions of authority in a 


political organization. 
The .complaint is directed presumably 
Wittiam L. O’Connell, the new chair- 
tan of the democratic county central com- 
mittee, who also is commissioner of public 
works. 

The letter is addressed to William Roth- 
man, chairman of the revision committee of 
the democratic central committee, and is in 
reference to the revision of the 
constitution of the central organization. 


Party Undemocratic. 

‘The method of party government in this 
county ig at present undemocratic,”’ says 
Mr. McKinley in the letter. “ With this 
statement I do not believe any one of intelli- 
gence will take issue. The so-called demo- 
cratic organigation has nof been even repre- 
sentative. It has been ruled despotically 
and with an almost studied disregard of the 
wishes of the rank and file of the party in 
the city and county. At this time it is un- 
necessary for me to point out the abuses 
which have crept into the governing func- 
tions of the party, and I shall confine my- 
self to a mere suggestion of those things 
which should, it appears to me, be consid- 
ered by the committee. 

‘Men charged with conserving the inter- 
ests of the whole people should not be per- 
mitted to be members of a partisan political 
organization in positions of authority. In 
other words, appointive officials whose duties 
are to the entire electorate ought to be de- 
nied membership in the managing commit- 
tee. The reason for this is obvious.”’ 


Present Committee Too Large. 

With reference to the machinery of the 
committee, Mr. McKinley says: 

“ The present central committee is, in my 
judgment, too large, too unwieldy, and in 
a large measure represents no constituency. 
There should be but one committeeman from 
each ward and two from the country towns, 
a total of thirty-seven. Such a committee, 
properly elected by direct vote, will be re- 
sponsible and effective. Of course, this ap- 
plies to the committee to be hereafter elected. 

“In the organization of ward clubs some 
system of registration should be devised; a 
roll of members should be kept, and. each 
club should be given authority to fix a small 
memberehip fee for the purpose of meeting 
its expenses, and not be dependent upon 
the contributions of those who give money 
in order to attain their own personal and 
selfish ends. 

‘“* Officers of the ward clubs should be elect- 
ed by members whose names appear on the 
register.”’ 

Thinks “Mack’’ Too Idealistic. 

To all this O’Connell, sitting with the re- 
vision committee last night in the city hall, 
replied that ‘“‘Mack” was ‘too idealistic,” 
though he added that he was, even then, en- 
gaged on the task of “ making the organiza- 
tion more democratic.’’ He was inclined to 
pass over the veiled reference to himself. 

* McKinley knows as well as any one,” he 
said, “that I know no politics during the 
business day and in the administration of my 
office as commissioner of public works.”’ 

He added that the committee had discussed 
at some length plans for making the club 
elections fairer, for a businesslike auditing 
of finances by, a board of auditors elected 
by - the Se cieteae | and for a more 
democratic organization of the committee. 
The last named point would have to be passed 
upon, however, by the county convention 
two years hence, 


LABOR UNION PUT ON RACK 
BY A WISCONSIN RULING. 


Court Attacks Methods Employed for 
Closed Shops—Suits for Damages Fol- 
lowing Boycott Won. 


Racine Wis., Aug. 28.—Union labor was 
dealt a heavy blow today by the decision of 
Judge Chester A. Fowler of the Circuit court 
in the boycott suit for $25,000 damages 
brought by Baker Otto B. Schultz against the 
trades and labor council, Benjamin Dressep, 
and others. 

By the decision the contract exacted of the 
boss bakers by the union men, by means of 
which the workmen sought to enforce the 
closed shop, is-held illegal; the trades council 
and the individual members are enjoined 
from using the ‘‘unfair list,’’ and the boycoit 
is declared an actionable conspiracy to ac- 
complish a criminal! or unlawful purpose. 

Baker Schultz is allowed to recover dam- 
ages of $2,500 for the loss of profits from che 
time of the commencement of the boycotting 
acts up to the time of the trial, and $8,500 in 
damages for the amount of injury to his busi- 
ness and property in relation to its selling 
value. 

** No complaint was or ever has been made 
of his being harsh or oppressive with his 
help in the matter of hours, wages, or cou- 
ditions of work,’’ said the court. “ The con- 
tract was not presented to him with the 
purpose or object of obviating or correcting 
any evils or abuses or improving any labor 
conditions obtaining in his shop. 

“This contract was in itself an illegal 
contract in that it would by its terms obli- 
gate the plaintiff to employ union labor only 
as distinguished from nonunion labor: it 
would obligate him to maintain a ‘ closed ’ 
as distinguished from an ‘ open shop.’ ”’

No matter how he may long for 
home, no matter how anxious he may be to 
set foot once more upon his native soil, the 
Nebraska orator is to be made the victim 
instead of the hero of the great political 
drama. He has been condemned to spend 
the night and the greater part of the follow- 
ing day upon the yacht of hdward F. Goltra 
of St. Louls, and this supposed popular hero 
is to be kept on the water until 4 o’clock 
Thursday afternoon, when he is to be landed 
at the Battery, amid the carefully rehearsed 
shouts of the multitude, more than a whole 
day after his first returning glimpse of his 
country’s flag.

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PLANS FOR BRYAN RECEPTION. 

New York, Aug. 28.—[ Special. ]—Announce- 
ment was made at the headquarters of the 
Bryan reception committee today that the 
original plans for his reception have not 
been altered, in spite of the dissatisfaction 
with them manifested by the delegation of 
“Bryan's home folks.” 

An equally positive impression was given, 
though not formally announced, that the 
Nebraska bunch is going to do what they 
came here for—namely: go down the bay 
themselves, and in spite of the reception com- 
mittee’s plans, receive Bryan on their own 
boat, and carry him off with a cheer of home 

grown, Nebraska enthusiasm. The Ne- 
braskans say: “*‘ Who should see him first if 
not his own neighbors?”’ and they goon under 
their breath, “Just let us see him first and 
William Jennings Bryan won't be the same 
sort of man he used to be if he drops us and 
goes over to these other chaps.”’

“The situation sfows the need of a fight 
because the mechanism of the party has 
fallen into the hands of men that nobody 
can trust and that a decent man cannot 
deal with on common ground.” 

Referring to a statement of Hearst that he 
would run only as the nominee of the In- 
dependent league, Jerome said: 

“7 don’t understand exactly what Hearst 
means by that. He doesn’t tell us whether 
the Independent league aims to become a 
state party or whether it is only a movement 
in the democratic party to purify that party. 

‘It can hardly be the latter when Hearst 
says that he can’t go to see Bryan as the 
candidate of the league because the league 
is composed of democrats and republicans 
and that he could only see Bryan in his per- 
sonal capacity. The logic of that to my mind 
ie that the league aims to become an inde- 
pendent state party.

Not to Contest in Primaries. 

Asked if he was going to make any fight for 
control at the coming primaries, Jerome re- 

lied: 
4 ‘No, I will not. I am not allied with the 
democratic organization in the city of New 
York. In fact, I have always been fighting it, 
as I believed it was dominated for corrupt 
purposes. 

“T did not seek to get into this fight, only 
there were principles involvedand no one else 
would stand for them. 

“The success of my fight would mean that 
I wvould not be a democratic governor, but 
simply governor, and I would not use the 
powers of that office to build up the demo- 
cratic organization or to depress the repub- 
lican,” 

“ Wouldn’t a victory such as you desire 
be as valuable without the regular party 
stamp as with it? ”’ Jerome was asked. 

“No, I don’t think go, for I believe that 
for many years it will not be possible to work 
our system of politics without parties, 
There is a relation of state parties to na- 
tional parties which I think would not make 
this possible, even if desirable.

NEW ALIEN BARRIER !S UP; 
_ HARDER TOBECOME CITIZEN. 


Immigration Bureau Issues Regula- 
tions Made Necessary by the Law 
Passed by Recent Congress, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 28.—Acting Secre- 
tary Lawrence O. Murray of the department 
of commerce and labor today issued the 
regulations relating to the enforcement of 
the recently enacted naturalization laws: 

“* Declarations of intention made prior to 
Sept. 27, 1906, before clerks of courts having 
jurisdiction: to naturalize aliens under the 
law existing at the time, may be used in lieu 
of the declarations required by the act of 
June 29, 1906, at any time after the expira- 
tion of two years from the date when made. 

“Aliens who have made declarations of 
intention prior to Sept. 27, 1906, under the 
law in force at the time cannot be required, 
as a preliminary to filing their petitions for 
naturalization, to fille new declarations of 
precedent to naturalization, to speak ¢he 
English language. 

“No certificate of naturalization shall be 
issued to a petitioner until after the judge 
of the court granting naturalization has 
signed the order to that effect.” 

Clerks of courts in doubt as to regulations 
are instructed to write to the bureau of im- 
migration.

Colored Man Concedes Everything 
and Has Sympathy of Gold- 
field Sports. .

Goldfield, Nev., Aug. 28.—[{Special.]—Every- 
thing is secure. The fight, which for nearly 
three hours was on the verge of col- 
lapse, was declared on at 10 p. m. tonight, 
after a three hours’ session during which 
Nolan and Gans nearly came to blows, and 
which, as usual, ended in a victory for Nolan.

Gans blurted out: “I want to fight 
because I know I can win and am | willing to 
weigh in stripped at 132% pounds.” 

* You will weigh in with your fighting togs 
or there will be no fight,”’ replied Nolan. 


Threatens to Lick Nolan. 

“‘If | was a white man I’d lick you right 
here,”’ retorted the colored man. 

“That kind of talk will not deter me from 
sticking up for my rights,’’ said Nolan. Con- 
tinuing, he said, “‘ You will have to weigh 
as I say or there will be no fight and I will 
forfeit my $5,000.”’

“TI don’t want the forfeit. I want to fight 
and lick that fellow Nelson,’ came from Joe. 
Tex Rickard, president of the club, and 
other members tried to induce Nolan to give 
way, but Billy stood pat and won. 
With the weight question settled and no 
other hitch in sight the fight looks a sure go. 
Nolan by offering to forfeit his $5,000 not 
only would forfeit $2,500 in cash, but $20,000, 
Nelson’s end of the purse, and $5,000 cash 
forfeit for weight and appearance. Besides 
this large amount he would lose money on 
the moving pictures that would net him 
quite a chunk. 


Sympathy Is with Gans. 

The sympathy of the club members and 

po ulace is with Gans. Tex Rickard said: 
hat nigger is a white man and has taken 
the worst of it all through.” 

The general impression is Nolan is either 
afraid Gans is too tough a customer or, after 
finding Gans could make the weight of 133 
pounds too easily he imposed the extra hard- 
ship of weight in fighting attire. It is thought 
that if Gans had experienced trouble in 
training to weight Nolan would have per- 
mitted him to get on the scales stripped. 


Nolan Argues on Rules. 

Arguing the point on which he finally won 
out, Nolan today said: ‘* There is noth- 
ing in the first eleven rules of the Marquis of 
Queensberry code that touches on the ques- 
tion of weighing in stripped or in ring at- 
tire, but the London prize ring rules de- 
mand that contestants weigh in in fighting 
togs.’’ Nolan admits there have been scores 
of battles under late marquis rules, where- 
in contestants have hopped on the scales 
nude to make the required weight, but claims 
when they did so they did not live up to the 
rules. 

‘* You came here to referee the fight; that’s 
all the club and every one interested expect 
you to do. I expect to be roasted for the 
stand I am taking, but am only standing up 
for my rights.” 


Gans Thin and Careworn. 

I was at Gans’ training quarters today 
and found the colored champion within haifa 
pound of the required weight, looking thin, 
and careworn, but stating he was strong 
and found no difficulty in taking off weight. 
He said he weighed only 138 pounds when he 
arrived, and that he has been losing weight 
during the last two years. 

Speaking of weighing in In ring togs, Gans 
said: “That is asking too much, I have 
been fighting for years and this is the first 
time the argument has come up regarding che 
conditions under which I should weigh in. 
I am anxious to fight Nelson and have 
knuckled to everything. Even the other 
day when I demanded the size of the ring be 
twenty-four feet square Nolan held out for 
an eighteen foot ring. Igavein. Lagreedto 
weigh at 183 pounds, three times before tne 
fight. Now Nolan wants to pull me down to 
nearly 120. I wear while fighting an alumin- 
ium cup, fairly heavy shoes, and thick 
trunks, all of which, at least, weigh four 
pounds.”’ 


Articles Are Faulty. 

I got my first peep at the articles today 
and found two clauses which hardly can be 
livedupto. Thefirstis: ‘ Orders by referee 
to break to be given by word of mouth only,’’ 
which means I am not to lay my “ti on 
the contestants during the battle. I told 
Nolan and Gans I would use my own judg- 
ment in breaking the clinches and anticipate 
no trouble on that score. 

The other clause reads: ‘‘ After a fighter 
is knocked down his opponent must return 
to his corner.’’ I explained to both men that 
fighters at times are knocked down in theltr 
opponent’s corner. Such being the case, the 
opponent’s corner would be obstructed and 
where would he retireto? Nolan argued the 
fighter would have to retire to one of the 
neutral corners, according to the rules, and 
when I informed him that point was not in 
the rules he agreed to have the fighters retire 
ten feet. 

The articles call for a finish fight for a 
$30,000 purse, $20,000 of which goes to Nel- 
gon, win or lose, and $10,000 to Gans, win or 
lose. No provision is made for a division 
of the money should the battle end in a 
draw, which is not expected. Rickard’s at- 
tention was called to the Corbett-Jackson, 
W oods-Costello, and Meyers-McAuliffe 
‘*‘ finish ”’ fights, which did not finish. Rick- 
ard thought it a point well taken and will 
insert a clause covering that point. 


No “Shooting Irons’ Admitted. 

There will be no “ shooting irons’’ in the 
arena if Sheriff Bradley has his gay. 
“ Goldfield has the name of being a town 
tull of shooters or gun fighters,”’ said the 
sheriff, “but the camp is three years old 
and I have not yet run across what is known 
as a bad man. The fight must be clean and 
honestly contested, and the spectators must 
assist in making it so. I have nothing to 
do with the fight. Mr. Siler will look after 
that. I have enough men to assist me and 
will confiscate ali guns.’ 

The sale of tickets, paid for and ordered, 
insures the purse. The $52,000 subscribed 
for the battle and raised within one hour 
is in the bank. 

Goldfield is congidered the richest mining 
camp in the world, and money is plentiful. 
Saloons and gambling places are open 
twenty-four hours every day. Miners re 
celve from $4 to $6 a shift. Food is high. 
Three eggs cost 50 cents; two poached the 
same price, etc., but that is considered 
reasonable. Automobile trips to mines by 
prospectors are quoted at $100 a trip, and 
not enough autos to meet the demand.

Delay in Filing Them Sought; 


Shippers Make Plea for Their 


Own Protection. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 26.—The railroad 
law went into effect throughout the 
gountry today, and the inauguration of the 
law was marked by a conference between 
representatives of the railroads and shippers 
and members of the interstate commerce 
commission, which todey took up its work 
under the conditions of the new law. 

The railroad representatives assured the 
commission of their intention to fully comply 
with the regulations, but asked for an exten- 
gion of time in putting into operation certain 
provisions. especially the filing of their tariffs 
with the commission. Objection Was made io 
any change in export and import rates. 

The shippers urged the protection of their 


. $nterests, particularly against the ratroads 


ghifting classifications, and contending for 
the publication of tariffs in the tull accepta- 
tion of that term. 

The commission, after hearing both the con- 
tentions of the railroads and the shippers, 
took all the points brought up under advise- 
ment, reserving decision. 

New Commissioner Is Present. 

The railroad officials present numbered 
thirty-four, among whom were the follow- 


ing: 

Vice President Caldwell of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western. 

Vice President Grammer of the New Yora 
Central. 

General Counsel Massey of the Pennsyl- 
vania. 

General Counsel Clardy of 
Pacific. 

F. T. Bentley of Chicago, J. A. Farley of 
Dallas. Tex., and James Maynard of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., were among the speakers for 
the shippers. 

Commissioner £. E. Clark, who recently 
was appointed by the president as a member 
of the commission under the new law, ar- 
sived in Washington today, and after lunch- 
eon sat with the commission. 

Every speaker representing the railroads 
informed the commission that the railroads 
of the country had no disposition to lay ob- 
-gtacies in the way of the enforcement of the 
jaw, and vied with one another In assuring 
the commission of their intention to comply 
with the provisions in every substantial 
particular. 

Vice President Caldwell of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western railroad told the 
commission that, though the railroads had 
sought to reach an understanding of the new 
law, to the end that they might bein position 
properly to observe it, many questions had 
grisen,- particularly concerning the publica- 
tion and filing ot tariffs, on which they felt 
they ought to have an exchange of views 
with the commission. In connection witn 
the suggestion that the commission suspend, 
or modify import and export rates he urged 
that no change be made in tne law until the 
fullest hearing shal! have been held. 


Need 60 or 90 Days’ More Time. 

George V. Massey, general counsel of the 
Pennsylvania railroad company, said: 

“We have endeavored to find out what the 
law requires, and we have done our best to 
Meet those requirements as they are oper- 
Stive today.” 

G. I. Grammer, vice president of the New 
York Central lines, gave the same assurance, 

Sbutwaid there was absolutely no excuse for 
making of changes in export and import 
Jatés w..b less than thirty days’ notice as 
» Provided by the present law. 

At the conclusion of the hearing of the 
traffic officials F. T. Bentley of Chicago, a 
representative of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association and the American Shippers’ as- 
sociation, presented a series of resolutions 
urging the commission, in the interests of the 
American public, to take such action as 
would protect the interests of the shippers as 


well as the railroads. 


Little Chance for Rate Wars. 

The new law has not sounded the death 
knell of rate wars, but it will make them far 
less frequent in future than they have been 
in the past. Under the oid law, which per- 
mitted a reduction of rates on three days’ 
notice and a raise im ten days, tariffs were 
fluctuating incessantly. The slightest 
changes in business conditions affected 
them. Grounds, whether legitimate or 
etherwise, cannot be found so often for 
ordering changes which cannot become ef- 
fective for thirty days. 

Although schedules will be more stable in 
the future, a high tariff official in Chicago 
said yesterday all loopholes for changes for 
illegitimate purposes have not been closed. 

“Tt will still be possible,” said he, “ for 
@ road to announce a rate for the special 
benefit of a patron who bas accumulated a 
Jarge shipment. The only difference will be 
that it will have to anneunce the rate farther 
ahead. It will be harder in the future, how- 
ever, to cover up such unlawful discrimina- 
tion, and the fear of the imprisonment pen- 
aities of the new law will reduce the amount 
of it."

J. VALENTINE, HEART BROKEN, 
ENDS LIFE IN CEMETERY. 


Umable to Bear His Sorrow for Death 
of His Boyhood Friend, Harry Blak- 
ney, with Whom He Had Expected 
to Pass His Declining Years, He 
Terminates His Existence by Shoot- 
ing Himself Through the Teniple 
with a Pistol. 


John Valentine, 65 years old, 186 West Con- 
gress street, committed suicide yesterday 
over the grave of his boyheed chum, Harry 
Blakney, who died two years ago. Long ab- 
sence and a journey across the ocean to find 
his “only friend” dead bore Valentine down 
with grief, and in a note he declared he could 
stand it no longer. The body was found in 
Oakwoods. 

Sixty years ago Valentine and Blakney 
played together as children in Liverpool, 
where they were born in neighboring houses. 
Their acquaintance early developed into 
friendship and they were boyhood chums. 
Fimty years passed and their affection for 
each other remained unchanged. 

Then by force of circumstances Blakney 
came to the United States, settling in Chi- 
cago. Valentine remained in Liverpool, but 
planned for the time when he could live near 
his chum again. A year ago the time came, 
and Valentina. alone, came to Chicago. 


Heartbroken by Chum’s Death. 

Now anh old man, bent with rheumatism, 
he arrived, expecting to spend the rest of 
his days with his chum. Information of the 
death of Blakney had been kept from him 
for a year and it was several weeks after his 
arrival that his chum’'s sister, Miss Elia 
Blakney, decided fo tell him of her brother’s 
death. 

Valeritine was heartbroken. He asked to 
visit the grave, and for many days he brood- 
ed over it. For months his grief had been 
growing, and yesterday he was unable to 
stand it longer. He was found about 5 
o'clock in the afternoon stretched across the 
grave of his chum, with a bullet wound in 
his right temple. 


Graves Will Be Side by Side. 

He had prepared his death with minuteness. 
His beard, before shaggy, was trimmed 
daintily, his clothes were neatly pressed, his 
shirt and coMar were immaculate. In every 
Getall nothing seemed left undone, and it 
was evident that he had long planned to end 
his life near the grave. 

A note addressed to Miss Ella Blakney was 
found in the coat pocket of Valentine. It 
stated merely that he was unable to overcome 
the grief from his friend’s death and chose 
this way to endhis life. 

Miss Blakney took charge of the remains 
last night. She intends to bury his body as 
near as possible to the grave of her brother. 


Suicide Before: Open Bible. 

Frederick Scholk, 69 years old, 119 West 
Thirteenth street, a carpenter, shot himself 
through the left breast while standing be- 
fore a bible which he had opened and placed 
on a table ini hid bedroom. He died a short 
time later at the county hospital. He is 
said to have been despondent since his wife 
died several months ago. He is survive 
by one son.

Personal and Trust Accounts 
of Methodist Educator Are 
Found Badly Involved. 


CREDITORS NEAR CLASH. 


ene aane 


Now Hinted That Deposed Treas- 
urer Used Patronage for His 
Own Benefit. 


A tangle of personal and trust accounts, 
the possibility of a clash between Garrett 
Biblical institute and other creditors ef Dr. 
Robert D. Sheppard, and hints that the de- 
posed treasurer used his position to further 
private ends were the developments yester- 
dey in the investigation of the shortage in 
the accounts of the former financial head of 
the Evanston school. 

Considerable light was thrown on Frank 
P. Crandon’s statement that Dr, Sheppard’s 
accounts were not “ kept as distinct from 
his personal affairs as they should have 
been,”’ by the discovery that the men to whom 
the doctor is indebted financially were.repaid 
in various ways through patronage as busi- 
ness manager of Northwestern university, 
and as treasurer of Garrett Biblical instituce. 

Borrowed Money Without Collateral. 

One of these men was George Messersmith, 
an architect and contractor, who built nearly 
all the buildings of Northwestern university. 
Dr. Sheppard, who had the awarding of the 
building contracts, frequently ‘ borrowed 
money from Messersmith, without security, 
and $18,000, represented by notes without col- 
lateral of any- kind, still is due the Messer- 
smith estate. 

When the shortage in Dr. Sheppard's ac- 
counts was discovered and ex-Judge Oliver 
H. Horton was given charge of his affairs 
by a declaration of trust, the Messersmiths 
and other unsecured creditors were given no 
notification and the transfer of the Evanston 
property to Mr. Horton was made without 
consultation of these or other creditors, ex- 
cept the amply secured Evanston friends of 
the doctor, and the Garrett Biblica) ineti- 
tute. All efforts of legal representatives of 
Ralph and George Messersmith to obtain in- 
formation regarding Dr. Sheppard's affairs 
have failed and the attorneys have threat- 
ened the beginning of involuntary bank- 
ruptey proceedings unless some protection is 
offered them. 


Messersmiths Seek Cash. 


“All we want is our money,”’ said Ralph 
Messersmith, “and if there is any possible 
legal means of getting it we mean to do it. 
Our father was a lifetime friend of Dr. Shep- 
pard and had accommodated him times with- 
out number and it seems almost incredible 
that the Garrett trustees and the Evanston 
creditors should begin this scramble to pro- 
tect themeelves and sanction the transfer 
of the property without giving us any idea of 
the situation. We not only were not told of 
the affair at the time, but we have been re- 
fused all information since.” 

The Messersmith claims are in the form of 
two notes, one for $10,000 and the other for 
$8,000. Mr. Messersmith Sr. built Dr. Shep- 
pard’s Evanston residence and $10,000 still 
is due the estate on this. The $8,000 consisted 
of bonds of the Congress Hotel company, 
worth that amount. These bonds were bor- 
rowed by Dr. Sheppard to secure a loan of 
$8,000, which he was negotiating with the 
State Bank of Chicago. After Mra. Messer- 
smith’s funeral six months ago, at which 
Dr. Sheppard preached the funeral sermon, 
he asked Mr. Messeremith for the loan of 
$10,000. Mr. Messersmith was unable to ac- 
commodate him and offered the bonds to 
secure another loan. The bonds were to have 
been returned May 1,. but they still are in 
the possession of the bank as security for the 


loan. 
Owes Bank $40,000. 


Dr. Sheppard is said on good authority to 
owe the State bank $40,000, although Prest- 
dent #. A. Haugan refused to give any 
figures as to the exact amount. By the 
same ffformant it was said that a large 
amount of this ts unsecured. 

No bankruptcy proceedings were begun 
yesterday and no bill for a receiver has yet 
been asked for, although one or both these 
actions is considered imminent within a few 
days. H. H. C. Miller, attorney for the 
Evanston creditors, said that no steps of 
this kind have yet been taken and that he 
has not been Informed as to the intentions 
of his clients. 

Accounts Further Involved. 

The accounts are still more inextricably 
Involved by discoveries in the Cook county 
tax schedules. From 1899 until 1904 Dr. 
Sheppard was the owner of the Michigan 
apartments, Michigan avenue and Thirtieth 
street, and during all that time the taxes 
on the property were paid by F. P. Crandon. 

No explanation of this has been made. 
During political controversies in Evanston 
during the last few years it has frequently 
been hinted that property owners have 
scheduled their property as university or 
Garrett property to escape taxation. 

Robert L. Sheppard, Dr. Sheppard’s son, 
a Chicago attorney, began an attempt to 
clear up his father’s affairs during the day. 
‘We are anxious to have the whole thing 
made public,”’ said Mr. Sheppard. ‘“* Every 
effort will be made to straighten the thing 
out as quickly as possible.”’ 


FAMILY OVERCOME BY FUMES. 


Gas Turned On Accidentally in Former 
Farmer’s House and Imperils 
Five Lives.

SHEPPARD TANGLE 
MORE INTRICATE. 
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PASSENGERS REBEL AGAINST BE- 
ING HERDED ON DECK. . 


Steamer City of Holland, Graham & 
Morton Line, Three Hours Late in 
Getting Away, Then the 2,000 Per- 
sons Aboard Are Denied Access to 
Berths or Cabin for Two Hours and 
Kept Huddled Below—At Last Men 
Break Through Guards.

An account of how 300 passengers aboard 
the Graham and Morton steamer, the City 
of Holland, “ mutined” against the crew 
and finally carried the day, was told yester-. 
day by Richard A. Pick, 1259 Rokeby street. 
Mr. Pick, who has offices in the Marquette 
building, returned from Holland, Mich., tn 
the afternoon. 

The “mutiny” occurred on the Sunday 
night trip from Chicago to Holland. 

“When at 11:15 the steamer did come in 
and unloaded 2,000 persons got off. The re- 
quirement is that it carry 388 life preservers, 
four boats, and a life raft. I couldn’t help 
think how far those would go among 2,000 
people in case of accident. 

“We all were tired out and exasperated by 
the long delay. Then imagine our feelings 
when we did go aboard at finding ourselves 
penned up like cattle on the first deck. Four 
big deck hands guarded the stairway and 
would let no one past. This delay was made 
while the berths and staterooms were being 
arranged. 

“Almost as soon as we left the harbor the 
rolling of the Holland caused seasickness, 
Men and women begged to be permitted to 
go to their berths, or even to the cabin, but 
the deck hands held them back. Three wom- 
en fainted, and there was no place except the 
floor for them to lie down. One women be- 
came so sick that she was taken above by 
sailors to her berth. 


Refuse Sick Children’s Plea. 

“A man with several children, who be- 
came sick, asked to be permitted to put his 
children to bed, but repeatedly was refused. 
I went to the guards and demanded to see 
the captain. 

* * He’s up stairs,” said one of them. 

“*Then let me go see him, or tell him to 
come down here,’ I said. 


ten other men and myself declared we would 
go above and find the children a bed, if we 
had to fight to do it. We forced our way 
through the guards, who fell back when they 
saw we meant business. The children were 
put to bed, and shortly afterward, about 
1:30 a. m., the passengers were allowed to 
take their staterooms."’

RESCUE 21 FROM STEAMER 
THAT IS AFIRE ON LAKE HURON. 


City of Mackinac Takes Passengers from 
Freighter Charles A. Eddy—Crew of 
Lumber Vessel Saves the Ship. 


Port Huron, Mich., Aug. 28.—Fire was dis- 
+ covered on the freight steamer, Charlee A. 
Eddy, at 4 o'clock this morning when the 
vessel was on Lake Huron, off Algonac, 
"Mich. Most of the crew were asleep and 
the fire spread so rapidly that it was soon 
beyond control. ™ 

The passenger steamer, City of Mackinac, 
which was on the way from Mackinac island 
to Detroit with a full load of passengers, 
went to the rescue and took off the twenty- 
one persons on the ship, including the wife 
and two children of Capt. Elsey. All es- 
caped with only the clothing they were 
wearing. They were taken to Detroit on 
the Mackinac. 

Soon after the crew had left the Charles 
A. Eddy the lumber steamer, F. A. Meyer, 
happened along and the crew succeeded in 
subduing the flames after the forward cabin 
and the deck as far back as the second hatch 
had been consumed. The wreck was taken 
in tow and delivered at Port Huron at 11 
o'clock. 

The Eddy was bound from Ashland to 
Lake Erie with a cargo of iron ore. The 
boat had an insurance valuation of $50,000, 
registered 2,075 tons, and was built in 1889. 


Illinois Pulled Off Bar. ‘ 


Charlevoix, Mich., Aug. 28.—The big wreck- 
ing tug, Favorite, succeeded at noon today 
in releasing the passenger steamer Illinois, 
which stranded near the harbor entrance 
Sunday evening. The steamer does not seem 
to be injured, In getting the steamer off the 
beach the submarine cable to Beaver island, 
which enters the water at that point, was 
broken.

Should the trustees abide by their action 
and repudiate the system which they estab- 
shed last year at the suggestion of Supt. 
Cooley a large number of teachers will find 
themselves in the predicament of having 
given up their vacation to study without re- 


The promotional system provided that 
teachers might secure increase of salary by 
producing proof that they had taken pre- 
scribed courses of study in accredited col- 
leges or universities. Supt. Cooley submitted 
the names of twenty-five teachers who had 
met all the requirements of the rule and he 
recommended that they be advanced to the 
next higher salary group in recognition of 
their summer work. 


Promotions Are Deferred. 

Trustee Wiley W. Mills objected. He de- 
clared that inasmuch as the promotional 
system is now under inyestigation and may 
be abolished action on the promotions should 
be deferred. This course was taken. 

The teachers who worked all summer to 
secure higher pay are at the point of taking 
up arms and making their feelings known 
to the board. 

“Td like to know if the board means to 
tell us that we have given up our vacations 
for nothing,” declared one of them. “ We 
worked in good faith and the board should 
keep faith with us. Whether the promotion- 
al system is abolished or not is no concern 
of ours. It had not been abolished when 
we took that extra work and I do not see 
how its abolishment in the future can rightly 
effect us. We shall make a loud protest if | 
any such attempt is made.”

His absence has taught the democratic 
party how much it loves and needs him.

Doubtless Mr. Bryan will be happy. He 
should be, for only a few men receive 
the flattering attentions which are to be 
lavished on him. | 

Everybody is watching Mr. Bryan. 
The republican politicians are awaiting 
the address he is to make with as much 
impatience as the democratic politicians. 
The latter are anxious to know what the 
creed of their party is to be two years 
hence. The former are hoping that Mr.

No doubt the American Federation of 
Labor would be delighted to take the 
National Federation of Postoffice Clerks 
to its bosom. It would gladly grant it a 
charter and promise to back it up in all 
its demands. Such an ally and defender 
would be harmful to the cause of the 
clerks. They have nothing to gain by 
affiliating themselves with any labor or- 
ganization, no matter how reputable it 
may be. It would be as improper for 
them to do it ag it is for Chicago schoo! 
teachers to attach themselves to a local 
labor organization. 

It would be al] the more inexpedient 
for the postoffice clerks to strike hands 
with the American Federation of Labor 
because it has gone into politics. It has 
become a political as well as a labor or- 
ganization. It has a right to play the two 
parts if it pleases, but government em- 
ployés should not allow it to use them 
to carry out its political purposes. The 
clerks may be able to help the federation 
a little to their own harm, but it can do 
nothing to aid them. 

SCHOOL MATTERS. 

Contrary to the usual rule, the board of 
education and the superintendent have had 
no vacation this summer. The list of the 
important things which they have spent the 
summer in not doing is of interest. 

The text books for the coming year have 
not been chosen. School opens next Tues- 
day. 3 . 

The list of teachers who passed the exami- 
nation under the direction of the board eight 
weeks ago has not been approved. At least 
one hundred of the teachers’ on this list will 
he wanted within six weeks, but they are 
still at liberty to make other engagements 
and many are doing so. School opens next 
Tuesday. 

The plans for round table discussions by 
means of which the superintendent can 
come into closer relations with the teachers 
in the ranks, to the advantage of the schools, 
have been held up. The apparent purpose is 
to substitute for meetings of teachers in- 
terested in the efficiency of the schools meet- 
ings of a trade union interested chiefly in 
raising wages. If a round table isto be use- 
ful it ought to be established at the be- 
ginning of the school year. The schools open 
next Tuesday. 

The school board will probably work to- 
gether. more harmoniously and effectively 
as the year goes on. Containing a large num- 
ber of inexperienced members full of the- 
ories it will profit by the experience of the 
summer which shows that a certain amount 
of compromise is necessary in order to ac; 
complishsanything. It is not reasonable to 
expect that the board will present to the 
300,000 children who will assemble for work 
next week the spectacle-of schools without 
books and without enougl teachers because 
the trustees of the public in charge of the 
schools have cared more for personal hobbies 
than for the welfare of the children. 

The personnel of the teachers changes 
from year to year. Among 6,000 teachers 
some die, some get married, some go to other 
cities. New teachers are needed every year 
to take the place of those who have gone and 
to take charge of the new rooms which the 
growth of the city requires. The normal 


nD 


schoo! furnishes some young teachers, but 


never so many as necessary. Thecity, from 
a business point of view, does well to get 
as many experienced teachers as possible 
whose experience has been gained at the ex- 
pense of other cities, but whether theoreti- 
@ally desirable or not it is the only way the 
supply .can be maintained. There is even 
greater need, and there certainly is more 
sense, in taking teachers from other cities 
to teach Chicago children than in having on 
the schoo] board men and women who are 
not true Chicagoans in enterprise, thor- 
onghness, or ideals. Probably the percent- 
age of teachers from other places put into 
the city schools each year is no greater than 
the percentage of inhabitants gained by 
Chicago each year by removals here for busi- 
hess reasons. Jealousy of new blood is 
provincial, absurd, and in thiscase harmful. 
Whatever else is done the process should be 
completed at once by which Chicago chil- 
dren may be supplied with teachers.

In fact, there is not a single scion 
of any of the reigning houses of Europe, no 
matter whether Catholic, Protestant, or 
orthodox, who has not been christened with 
water taken from that river inthe Holy Land 
in which the founder of Christianity was 
baptized near 2,000 years ago by St. John the 
Baptist.

It remained for the grand duke of Hesse 
to use the water of the Jordan for a busi- 
ness enterprise. Having dscovered that 
there were thousands upon thousands of 
people who were prompted either by piety 
or by snobbery to wish their children to be 
baptized with water from the Jordan, he 
has large quantities of it brought in hogs- 
heads from Palestine to Darmstadt, where 
it is carefully bottled and then sold at the 
rate of about $2 a bottle, the cork being duly 
sealed with the grand ducal seal as a guar: 
antee of authenticity. Anybody can buy it, 
and I dare say the grand duke aight be in- 
duced to establish an agency of the business 
in this country if any market could be found 
here for bona fide Jordan water for use at 
christenings. 

The grand duke of Hesse is a brother-in.- 
law of the czar, a grandson of the late Queen 
Victoria, and has been twice married, his 
fireat union having been sundered by a di- 
vorce. He is devoted to music, excels in 
the art of needlework, and is extremely re- 
ligious, his piety, however, taking a prac- 
tical form, as may be seen by his turning the 
River Jordan to profitable acoount.

Ambassador Jusserand. is apparently the

CHAPTER XIV. 
ATTEMPT LIFE OF MILAN. 


N Nov. 7, 1898, the Russian newspa~- 
pers, Novoe Vremysa and Novosti, 
brought. news that reports were cur- 

rent that an attempt on the life of 

King Milan had been committed. 

Was that a bona fide report? Or was it an 
indisereet echo of a certain resolution made 

in one or other of the pan-Slavonic circles 
with which th papers were in touch? 

On Dec. 3, 186 , the Servian newspaper, 
Srbobran, which is published in Croatia and 
was well known to be in touch with official 
and semi-official circles in St. Petersburg, 
published an article entitled, “ The Rupture 
Between Russia and Obrenovitch,” in which 
it said: “The present situation in Servia 
is similar to one which prevailed in Bul- 
garia under Stambulov, and there is no 
doubt that it will be ended@in the same way.” . 

As is well known Stambulov's anti-Rus- 
sian régime in Bulgaria was ended by the 
assassination of Stambulov by a Russian 
hireling. The paper clearly announced that 
the anti-Russian Milan was to finish like 
the anti-Russian Stambulov. 

The Russian paper, Le Nord, which appears 
in the French language in Paris, published 
on Feb. 21, 1899, an alleged proclamation of 
the anti-dynastic committee of the Servian 
radical party, which warned the Huropean 
capitalists net to lend money to Servia under 
Milan's régime, and refused responsibility 
for the crisis which, after the fall of Milan, 
would swallow all those who assisted him. 
Was.-it not strange that an organ of the Rus- 
sian foreign office—and Le Nord was well 
known to be such an organ—should' announce 
publicly that the fall of Milan was expected?

The above mentioned paper, Srbobran, in ite 
issue of Feb. 25, 18998, commenting on the 
noninvitation of Jeadowsky to the diplomatic 
dinner at the palace on the 22d of that month, 
wrote: 

‘‘ Both Milan and his son will pay dearly 
for the insult to Jeadowsky. The departure 
of the Russian minister from Servia will 
convince the people of Servia that they 
ought to destroy a régime which dares to 
provoke Russia.” 

All these extracts from the papers, well 
known to be at the disposal of the Russian 
government, and which I take from Dr. 
Viadan’s book, show only the failure of the 
Russian government to remove King Milan 
from Servia. The friends of King Milan, 
who knew that the Russian policy had no 
scrupulosity in choosing her methods and 
weapons to attain her objects, were anxious 
about his safety, especially since rumors 
were spread that the murderer of Stambulov, 
who freely moved in Sofia, visiting coffee 
houses and places of amusement, openly 
boasted that he had obtained the mission 
to assassinate King Milan. 
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One day in the month of May the Servian 

government received from Sofia a letter 
announcing that soon a great crime would be 
committed in Belgrade of which only the 
writer and two other persons had any knowl- 
edge. The writer was a certain Stephen, 
lately a servant in the Russian legation in 
Belgrade, who was dismissed ‘‘ because he 
was caught In stealing,” as Col. Taube, the 
Russian military agent, explained. The 
Servian government offered to bring the 
man before the court of justice to be pun- 
ished if it should be proved that he had 
committed a theft. But Col. Taube declined 
to prosecute him. He only desired that he 
should be expelled from Servia to Bulgaria, 
which was done by the Servian govern- 
ment. Now his letter from Sofia announc- 
ing that a crime shortly was to be committed 
in Belgrade could not be and was not taken 
seriously by the Servian government. 

On June 27, 1899, King Milan, accompanied 
by his aid de camp, Lukitch, left shortly after 
6 o’clock in the evening the commander in 
chief's offices in the citadel of Belgrade, driv-

The postoffice clerks are getting up a

time. There is no reason why the clerks 
should not do likewise, provided they in- 
tend to abstain from entangling alliances 
and.to profit by the warning given the 
carfiers a year ago to keep out of politics. 

_ The clerks have grievances. They 
think their hours are too long and their 
pay too low. The president has said that 
when government employés have griev- 
ances they should go to heads of depart- 
ments for relief instead of attempting to 
bring pressure to bear on congress to 
secure desired legislation. If the post- 
Office clerks, individually or collectively, 
petition the postmaster genera] for relief 
no fault can be found with them. If they 
attempt to “teach a lesson to congress- 
men who display reluctance to recognize 


great corporation, which was collecting 
$50,000,000 a year in rebates, could be af- 
fected by the trivial fines which could be 
imposed in the event of conviction. The 
only way in which it could be reformed, 
they said, was by the prosecution and im- 
prisonment of the men whoranit. If they 
were merely fined they would pay the pen- 
alties out of their illegal profits and continue 
their criminal practices. 

The contention that fines cannot disturb 
the peace of mind of the Standard Oi! com- 
pany can no longer be maintained. The 
finding of ten new indictments, with 6,428 
counts, puts a new face on the matter. In 
the event of conviction on all the counts— 
and it is said the evidence is conclusive—the 
corporation will have to pay $6,400,000 if 
the minimum fines are imposed, and $128,- 
000,000 if the judge shall go to the limit of 
the law. No corporation, no matter how 
opulent it-may. be, will look on such a fine 
with lordly indifference. 

When the cases come up for trial the 
Standard Oil company will be ready to fight 
them. If convicted, it will appeal from the 
trial court to the higher courts. ° It wil] use 
every argument, plea, and technicality that 
the smartest lawyers it can hire are able 
to think of to get off scot free, and if that 
be impossible, to secure the imposition of the 
minimum penalty. It will be some time 
before the corporation pays over a part of 
its ill-gotten gains to the United States, but 
finally it will bave to pay. 

There is one point which must not be lost 
sight of. The indictments will put a stop to 
the payment of rebates by the railroads, In 
the past the roads have not dared to refuse 
to pay them. They feared the Standard Oi] 
company more than they did the federal! gov- 
ernment. The situation has changed since 
the government asserted itself and there wil! 
be no more granting of special rates. 

The evidence on which the indictments 
are based shows the extent of the conces- 
sions wrung from the railroads by the oil 
trust. The wonder is that any independent 
company has been able to live. Now that 
equality in rates is to prevail the illicit profits 
of the trust will be cut down and its busi- 
ness rivals will have an opportunity to make 
a living. They cannot be mdemnified for 
past losses, but their future is reasonably 
secure. ;

The present count de Greffulhe is the son

Sir Horatio Davies’ bankruptcy for a large 
amount serves to recall the late Lord Salis- 
bury’s refusal to recommend him for any- 
thing else than a mere knighthood at the 
close of his term of office as lord mayor of 
London some eight or nine years ago. The 
grant of a baronetcy has come to be looked 
upon as an invariable reward by the crown 
to each lord mayor of London on the con- 
clusion of his twelve months’ term, a sort of 
perquisite of the office. When, therefore, 
Volunteer Col. Davies, whose mayoralty had 
been more brilliant and more splendid than 
that of any of his predeceseors, was merely 
gazetted to a knighthood the circumstance 
naturally attracted a considerable amount of 
comment.

Lord Salisbury is stated to have expressed 
the opinion on that occasion that the baron- 
etage was sufficiently depreciated already 
and that he would not bea party to giving 
the order “ another push downwards,” so he 
drew the line at ‘“‘ Pimms.” For “ Pimms” 
was in those days one of the most famous res- 
‘aurants, luncheon counters, oyster houses, 
on Cheapside, where city men of every de- 
gree were accustomed to get their midday 
meal. The consensus of opinion was to the 
effect that Lord Salisbury had been wrong 
in the matter. If King Charles of jovial 
memory had gone so far as to confer knight- 
hood on a loin of beef—the Sir-loin—and a 
barony on what is known as the “ Baron of 
Beef,” there was surely no reason why a 
baronetcy should be withheld from Boniface 
Davies, the presiding deity and owner of 
Pimms—that is to say, of London’s most 
celebrated chophouse. 

But, after all, Lord Salisbury was well ad- 
vised. For the large figure of the hank- 
ruptcy of Sir Horatio Davies renders {t im- 
possible that he should leave to his heirs a 
fortune adequate to maintain with dignity 
an hereditary title such as a baronetcy. The 
mere knighthood will become extinct at his 
death. Otherwise his successors might have 
— to swell the long list of pauper baron- 
ets. .

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INFANTILE MORTALITY. 


[From the London Hospital.] 

It is a caustic commentary upon our meth- 
ods that after more than twenty years of com- 
pulsory education it should be left to private 
initiative to instruct the young mothers of 
our citizens in the elementary duties of moth- 
erhood. The ignorance of working class 
mothers in the matter of infantile nutrifion 
is phenomenal, a matter the more to be re- 
_gretted inasmuch as the breast feeding of 
babies is becoming progressively less prac- 
ticed. In this fact, of course, lies the root 
evil.of the whole matter, for dietetical know!- 
edge only becomes necessary (as far as re- 
gards the immediate life and death interests 
of the infant) when breast feeding is aban- 
doned. 

What is the cause of the decline in breas* 
feeding? In thecase of therich it is undoubt- 
edly selfishness on the part of the mother, 
selfishness and lack of maternal instinct. In 
the case of the poor it is a combination of 
adverse circumstances of which the chief are 
the insufficient nourishment of the mothers 
and the frequency of married. women’s em- 
ployment in factories and the like.

FEEDING OF INFANTS AND CHILDEN. 
{BY ROBERT H. HARVEY, M. D.] 

Tt is a good plan with all infants and chil- 
@ren to weigh them regularly. During the 
first year once a week is not too often, be- 
cause in this way one can easily tell whether 
or not the child is being properly nourished. 
With maternal nursing this is just as im- 
portant as with bottle fed infants, as it often 
happens that the mother who is anxious to 
nuree her child may not realize that the in- 
fant ie not getting the proper amount of 
nourishment. 

During the first few days of life, if the child 
is not being sufficiently nourished, there is 
often a rise of temperature and the child is 
usually fretful and restless. Specially when 
the babe is in this condition should careful 
attention be paid to the weight and to the 
flow of milk, which, if not sufficient, can be 
temporarily helped out for a few days by 
giving in addition modified milk and the in- 
fant fed on the same plan as if it were to be 
brought up on the bottle.

Breast feeding often proves a failure be- 
cause the mother does not understand how 
to give the breast to the child. 
Should lie on the right or left arm, according 
to whether * is to be nursed at the right 
Or left breast. 

If the mother is in a sitting posture her 
body should be inclined slightly forward. 
With her free hand she should grasp her 
breast near the nipple between the first two 
fingers. If, owing to the free flow of milk, 
the child takes it too rapidly, this may be 
checked by slight pressure. 

The contents of one breast is usually suffi- 
client for one nursing, and the breasts should 
be used alternately. Under ordinary condi- 
tions the nursing should last from ten to 
twenty minutes, occasionally stopping alto- 
Bether long enough for the infant to be held 
upright to allow the regurgitation of gas, if 
any is present. If too mucn milk is taken 
it is usually regurgitated immediately after 
nursing. 

If the infant takes more than half am hour 
in nursing, the breast and milk should be 
examined. 

If the breast milk is agreeing with an in- 
fant the weight will gradually increase and 
the infant will usually gain at least four 
ounces a week. If the weight falls below 
.this for several consecutive weeks it is evi- 
dent that something is wrong.

Another big success has been launched un- 
der the Savage banner at the Studebaker. So 
delighted and enthusiastic was the audience 
of Monday evening that it was loath to retire 
even afier the final curtain had been raised 
and lowered several times. And why all 
this acclaim? Because ‘“‘ The Stolen Story ”’ 
‘s one of the most thoroughly interesting 
plays that Chicago theatergoers have been 
privileged to witness in many moons. The 
aitention is held almost from the first mo- 
ment, and so swiftly and deftly does the 
plot begin to unfold that the suspense be- 
comes intense and this grip is not allowed to 
slacken until the climax is reached amid a 
whirlwind of action at the close of the big 
fourth act. 

Mr. Williams has chosen an unhackneyed 
theme and has developed it with rare skill 
and insight. His story is an uncommonly 
good one and he proceeds to tell it in a smooth 
and generally coherent manner, and the re 
sult is a play which, while universal in its 
appeal, will be simply irresistible to news- 
paper men the country over. The character 
drawing has been done boldly, yet truthfully, 
and so excellent is the cast assembled that 
each trait and characteristic conceived by 
the dramatist is seized. on by the player and 
no point is allowed to escape the audience. 
The humor is always bright and occasionally 
cauetically brilliant. There are many ex- 
cellent thrusts and they were sent home 
with fine effect.

The first act Is prettily romantic, when the 
ward politicians are kept off the stage and 
amid the subdued lights and soft moonbeams 
an exceptionally neat little love scéne is in- 
dulged in by Billy and Frances. It was 
played with just the requisite mingling of 
playfulness and earnestness, and won forthe 
participants a well deserved round of ap- 
plause. The climax of ch act is a telling 
iction that ** The 
Stolen Story ’’ was going to amount to some- 
thing distinctly worth while. 

Act two introduces with marked accurate- 
ness and fidelity, to minutest detail, the local 
room of a metropolitan newspaper. The 
novelty of the scene and the masterly stage 
management displayed caught and held the 
audience and then and there the success 
of Mr. Williams’ play was assured. The fol- 
lowing act is played in the foyer of the Metro- 
politan opera house during the performance 
of a charity concert. It is an undertaking 
fraught with difficulties and has been the 
Waterloo of many a triéd dramatist, but so 
cleverly does Mr. Williams maintain his 
interest and pile up surprise on surprise 
that the weakness of the dramatic comMruc- 
tion is forgotten or forgiven. It seems fer- 
fectly natural that the characters should 
pop in and out of their boxes with no reason 
beyond the fact that they are needed by the 
dramatist, and the appropriateness of the 
introduction of Bowery politicians and ward 
heelers Into the sacred confines of the Metro- 
politan is not questioned for a moment.

Gen. Cunningham, who is mixing in poli- 
tics for philanthrepic reasons, is anxious 
that a certain bill should be passed at Al- 


bany, which would entail the purchase of 
water front lands on which he plans to es- 
tablish parks and playgrounds for the poor 
of the city. To gain support for his Dill he 
invites a party of “‘ machine ’’ politicians to 
be guests at a dinner party given at hissum- 
mer home in the Berkshires. Word of the 
affair leaks out and immediately suspicion 
arises and Billy Woods, the crack reporter 
on the big daily, is assigned to investigate 
the matter. Billy is in love with Frances 
Cunningham, but is afraid to broach the sub- 
ject to her because of the report that she 
is engaged to marry his millionaire cousin 
Townsend. He goes to her home to inter- 
view her father on the occasion of the din- 
ner, and, after some persuasion, secures his 
story and is about to depart, when he is in- 
formed that the reported engagement fs off. 
He hesitates and misses his last train back 
to the city, and is at the same time cut off 
from communication. 

His chagrin over his downfall is so great 
that he takes the first seagoing vessel he 
can find and finally comes to himself in Ha- 
vana. In the meantime the Cunningham 
story has assumed unusual! proportions, and 
Woods is the only man capable or handling 
it. Two weeks pass before he nonchalantly 
returns to his desk, and the displeasure of 
the editor finds vent in Woods’ dismissal. 
His disappointment is a most bitter one, for 
he realizes the immense possibilities in the 
latest developments of the story. The gen- 
eral has a premonition that hie bill is be- 
ing tampered with, and as a last resort he 
tries to have the governor veto the meas- 
ure, but without avail. He reaNzes that 
his scheme for the betterment of the poorer 
classes is being turned into a*plot to enrich 
a parcel of grafters, but he is powerless, for 
he has no evidence on his side, 
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Accidentally Woods overhears a conversa- 
tion between Nordheimer and —— two of 
the grafters, and learns their lit le scheme 
has been the omission of a comma from 
the original draft of the bill and this slight 
alteration has materially changed the senee. 
In a frenzy of eagerness Billy tries to gain 
possession of the original copy, which is still 
in Cunningham's possession. Finally he has 
to resort to force to take it from Frances 
and away he starts for the office to write his 
exposé, He forgets that he has been dis- 
charged and that he is now on the staff of 
another paper and abetractedly goes back 
to his old desk and begins to reel off copy to 
the consternation of every one. 

The city editor at a glance sees the magni- 
tude of the “ scoop” and everything else is 
abandoned for the moment. No one is al-’ 
lowed to disturb Woods and all exits and en- 
trances are barred. The story is finished’ just 
as the hour of going to press arrives. Gen. 
Cunningham arrives in search of. his original 
copy and Lascelles of the other paper, who 
bas been anxiously waiting for the arrival 
of Woods, bursts upon the scene, but it is 
too late, ‘‘the stolen story’ is already in 
press, the governor haa been notified of the 
exposed plot, and has promised his veto, the 
general is saved, and Billy wins the girl. 


-_—->- 
Jameson Lee Finney gave a thoroughly 
excelent performance up to the closing mo- 
ments of the last act, when he allowed him- 
self to be carried away by the frenzy and ex- 
citement under which he was supposed to be 
working and exaggeration was the outcome. 
He made Woods a brainy, but impetuous fel- 
low, endowed with humor and insight, andin 
future performances he will overcome the 
overacting of the last scene. Dorothy Ten- 
nant gave the graces of winsomeness and 
womanly charm to her Frances Cunningham, 
With care and diecretion she led up to the 
climax in act 3 and materially aided Mr. 
Finney in the big scene. Beverly Sitgreaves, 
a talented actress, who is seen but too se!l- 
dom in the west, contributed a performance 
of unusual worth. Ae the society editor Miss 
Daros, Miss Sitgreaves gave one of those 
sharply defined portrayale of a scheming, 
strategic type of woman, which she can 
present more skillfully than any American 
actress whose name can be recalled at the 
presem moment. R. Peyton Carter as the 
General, Bdwin Holt as the city editor, Harry

It was evident at the start that many of 
the bears had figured that liquidating of the 
Beptember would be on a large scale; on the 
contrary, the pressure on the nearby month 
was offset largely by the changing moves, 
the desire of September shorts to switch to 
December being a factor of prominence. 
Lighter receipts than had been expected at 
the leading northwestern markets, with the 
quality of the offerings showing under ex- 
pectations, had a beneficial influence on Min- 
neapolis and worked sentimentally here. 


Northwestern Arrivals Are Light. 


The day's receipts of wheat at Duluth and 
Minneapolis were 55 cars, or 123 under the 
showing of the corresponding day last year. 
The primary arrivals—428,000 bu—showed a 
material falling off from those of the similar 
day last year. Local receipts totaled 159 
ears, of which 898 were graded contract. 
Clearances at the seaboard, wheat and flour, 
were equivalent to 248,000 bu. 

Compared to the statement of the week be- 
fore, when the available supply of wheat 
ghowed ah increase of 3,604,000 bu, the Brad- 
street figures showing an increase of 3,000,000 
bu were given bullish construction. The cor- 
responding period last year, however, showed 
an increase of only 1,497,000 bu. Minneapolis 
reported only 9 cars of new spring wheat, 
and of the 10 cars received here only 2 cars 
showed satisfactory grade. Numerous im- 
portant points reported a strong undertone 
to the cash situation, the spot article at Min- 
neapolis bringing big premiums over the 
September quotations. 


Export Business Is Reported. 

Kansas City wired that about 200,000 bu of 
“wheat had been sold the day before for ex- 
pom, aad that a fair lot from there had been 
s Dy northwestern interests. Local ex- 
Porters advised that bids from abroad were 
79 low. and that the foreign demand was 
@appointing as a whole. Some weakness 
at Liverpool was created late in the session 
by the report that Russian exports soon 
would assume important proportions, but 
the quality of the grain was said to be of 
only ordinary grade. 


Distant Corn Options Supported. 

While the spirit of bearishness prevailed 
the greater part of the session in the corn 
market, fair support was given the more 
distant options late in the session. While 
the general cash situation was considered 
favorable to the stability of values, there 
Was enough selling of September by local 
receivers to cause a depressing effect on the 
general market. Declines of 4@%c were 
registered early, but despite generally im- 
proved weather conditions and the indications 
that the movement from the country soon 
will become materially larger there was 
enough covering by shorts to drag the mar- 
ket out of the rut. 

While the cash business here was light, 
there was but little available at the sample 
tables. The local stocks were regarded as 
a bullish factor by many, and the primary 
Movement for the day—539,000 bu—was more 
than 100,000 bu under that of the correspond- 
ing day last year.

GRAIN INSPECTION. 
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_INTERESTING TRADE 


GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE, 


F. Lenders & Co., the big grain dealers of 
London, in summarizing the conditions pre- 
vailing in the grain trade, say that the rela- 
tive scarcity of fine wheats in other direc- 
_—— means @ good demand for North Amer- 
can wheat. Samples received in English 
markets of Russian and Danubian wheats 
are said to be decidedly poor. Regarding the 
Russian crop, it is said that, judging from 
samples in hand, the damage to the crop is 
but little less than a national calamity, and 
that the shrinkage in the quality of the wheat 
has done an immense amount of harm. An 
enormous quantity of the wheat will be unfit 
for milling purposes, and the good milling 
wheat from that source will be much less 
than in recent seasons. A large crop has 
been .secured in the Danubian countries, but 
a good deal of it is of indifferent quality, and 
fine samples are scarce. This wheat, even 
in good seasons, is not the kind that recom- 
mends itself to British millers, and it is sel- 
dom that the imports reach large proportions, 
and this year they will be insignificant. At 
the same time a market must be found for 
the Russian and Danubian shipments, and if 
the British market is excluded the surplus- 
age, ho matter how poor the quality may be, 
will be thrown on the European market, and 
the international market will continue to be 
affected by the flood of cheap wheat offers. 
Latest advices from the Argentine are that 
the quantity still available for export is mod- 
erate, and a steady falling off in exports is 
expected, and the same is true of Australia. 


Cash wheat was relatively firm, with afew 
sales to millers the extent of the business. 
No. 2 red was ic over September price free 
on board; No. 2 hard, September price; and 
No. 1 northern nominally about 6c over 
September in store. New No. 3 spring was 
73@76c. Bids for wheat from abroad were at 
about the same limits as have prevailed re- 
cently, the best offers being about ic out of 
line. There was a good demand for cash 
wheat at Kansas City, with sales of 190,000 
bu No. 2 hard for exported late Monday re- 
ported, also the sale of 35,000 bu to north- 
western millers. Closing prices were 68c for 
No. 2 red and 66%@60c for No. 2 hard, 8t. 
Louis closing prices were a shade higher, 
No. 2 red 71@72c and No. 2 hard TO0@73%ec. 
At Minneapols there was a continued brisk 
inquiry for cash wheat, with new No. 1 
offered at 4c over September for spot wheat 
and i%c over to arrive during September. 
The export situation at the gulf was weak. 
Galveston wired that new No. 2 hard was be- 
ing offered there at 75c free on board Gal- 
veston for prompt or first half of September 
shipment. New York said there was a poor in- 
quiry from abroad. In the local sample mar- 
ket there was a fair trade; the demand was 
not sharp, however. Acceptances were fair. 
Prices were unchanged to %c lower. Oats 
were unchanged to \c lower, with a slow de- 
mand. Local sales were 50,000 bu wheat, 
295,000 bu corn, 70,000 bu oats. At the sea- 
board there were sales of 80,000 bu wheat. 


Broomhall’s summary of European crop 
conditions said: ‘United kingdom—The 
crop outlook is mostly favorable. An offi- 
cial report for Great Britain for the week 
ending Aug. 22 placed wheat at 105, oats 
102, potatoes 101, hay 101, and roots 106. 
France—There are occasional! complaints, 
but reports confirm a bare average of good 
quality. Germany—Harvesting well ad- 
vanced, thrashing progressing rapidly. Hun- 
gary—The condition of the corn crop is ex- 
cellent. Roumania—The quality of arrivals 
is unsatisfacicry. The corn surplus is fore- 
casted at 20,000,000 bu. Russia—Arrivals at 
ports increasing, quality improving, but good 
lots are still searce.” Much wheat is still 
unfit for shipment. There is @ large 
fleet of steamers both at Russian and Danu- 
bian ports.”’

Most of the wire houses bought December 
and sold September wheat yesterday, but a 
few houses, principally those with northwest 
connections, reversed these operations, buy- 
ing the September and putting out December. 
Most of the. purchases of September were 
profit taking by the big shorts, who have been 
short an immense line of September, much 
of it sold at much higher prices. Kidston 
was a big seller of May, supposed to be for 
Higgins of Armour & Co., Updike, Rankin, 
Rycroft, Canby, and Friedman were sellers. 
In corn there was a good class of buying by 
Wrenn, Barrell, Updike, and Marfield-Grif- 
fith. Cash houses were the leading sellers, 
Pringle, Marfield-Griffith, and shorts bought 
oats. There was a good deal of changing 
September to the deferred options by the 
northwest.

REACTION FOLLOWS HEAVY SELL- 
ING IN NEW YORK MARKET. 
Realising on Reading and Union Pa- 
cific Carries Entire List Down Sev- 
eral Points, and Recovery Is Made 
Only in Few Cases—Trading Opens 
in Rational er for the First 


Time Since Flarry Was Started by 
Harriman Lines. 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.]} 

NEW YORK, Aug. 28.-—[Special.}—Stocks 
on the market today failed to get any new 
high records at the start of business, as has 
been regular for the last few days, and soon 
after the opening, which was orderly in con 
trast to those which have been daily occur- 
rences since the start of the upward turn 
with the announcement of the increase in 
Harriman stock dividends, a reactionary 
tendency set in. 

This reaction was in force for practically 
all of the session and its effect was shown in 
the great drop in the last hour of trading, 
when practically ali of the active issue» fell 
to the lowest prices for the day. The tone ad 
the close wae heavy. 

This seeming change of sentiment was as- 
cribed to a variety of causes, chief among 
them being the money situation, disappoint- 
ment at the absence of gold from Europe, 
and increasing distrust at the failure of the 
many reported “ deale ”’ to materialize. Lo- 
cal monetary conditions showed no improve- 
ment and if anything were worse, the banks 
thus far showing a loss to the subtreasury of 
over $2,000,000. 

The market bore strong evidence of pres- 
sure in many quarters, among the early weak 
issues being United States Steel, Smelting, 
and Reading. On the other hand, Canadian 
Pacific was pronouncedly strong, advancing 
over 4 points im the first hour. During the 
greater part of this period the market sagged, 
but toward noon trading increased under the 
active lead of Atchison, St. Paul, and Amal- 
gamated Copper. Atchison advanced to a 
pew high record and boardroom gossip had it 
tbat not only would the dividend be increased 
to 6 per cent but there also was talk of an 
issue of new stock at par. Neither of these 
rumors was confirmable in official quarters. 

Barly in the afternoon heavy selling of 
Reading and Union Pacific started a down- 
ward movement, which soon took in the en- 
tire list. The cause of the selling was con- 
siderable of a mystery until it became known 
that a Philadelphia trust company was in 
difficulties. Prices declined from 1 to 3% 
points, with only partial recoveries in most 
issues,
